MERCHANT CHARGED WITH  CJEATING

There ‘s a long and interesting story 
behind the pardon which came today just 
befote the prisoner's term of pun .shment 
Was at an end. Friedman, the poverty- 
stricken, penniless musicten, wio six 
months ago forged anothers name to an 
order tor $2.50, steps out of jail today and 
Siarts at to Germany, where he has 
faiien heir to 20,000. 

Notice Was rece.ved the other day from 
Richards & Co., bankers of New York, 
that kriedman’s mocher had d.ed in Btetl- 
iim, Germany, leuyv.ng an Of 945,00), 
and that Sigmund tFriedman and a broth- 
er, Who .S a bDunker Germany, were 
named heirs. Sigmund Fried- 
man was at the time serving a sentence in 
the jail tor the cr.me men- 
tioned. Judge Feiton had taken pity on 
him and g.ven him a sentence of only 
6X mon.ins tor forgery, Making it @ mis- 
demeanor. It Was shown on the trial 
by Coiconel J. H. Preston, counsel for 
br .euman, that the Getendant Was not at 
Libe Llimne his mgeght mind. He was in a 
ra.iroad wreck in the far west several 
years ago and rece,ved serious injuries 
wbout the head, from whch he has never 
quite recovered, He had to spend a while 
in the state lunati.asyium Cal-tornia 
mm consequence of the Diow he had receiv- 
ed on the forehead. His insanity, however, 
has been cured, except that at times 
when he drinks whisky .t comes back in a 
temporary ali dha type. While under the 
influence .of Wit Sky he committed the 
crime of forgery tor which Judge Felton 
sent him to jail. 

Friedman is a 
for four years a 
mous band, and 
was in Macon last 
carnival festivities he

of jal. He has written several pieces of 
music, which were received well in the 
music marke!. While he was in prson he 
spent most his time composing, and 
one composition, entitied “‘Angelus,’’ has 
been given great praise by artists. Fried- 
man first came to this country in 1864, a 
lad sixteen years old. He served a while 
in the union army as a drummer boy and 
snce the war has made a good living as 
a musician. While traveling with Gilmore 
he crossed his feet under the music racks 
of the greatest concert halls in this coun- 
try. 

He hat been presented with a purse by 
his German comipatriots of th's city to 
take him to New York and from there to 
Germany to claim his fortune. He says he 
will return to th’s country. 

Called Down for Cheating.

The Bondholders of the Company Ob- 
ject to Stockholders’ Representation. 
Columbus, Ga., November 13.—(Special.)— 

Some time ago the bondholders of the 

Eagle and Phenix company appointed a 

reorganization committee, the members of 

which were G. W. Woodruff, of Columbus, 

George F, Victor and M. P. Levy, of New 

York; Paul Romare, of Atlanta, and J. G. 

Ruge, of Appalachicela. Victor and Levy 

subsequently resigned from the committee. 

The remainder of the committee have hope- 

lessly disagreed and Mr. Woodruff has is- 

sued a circular calling another meeting of 
the stockholders for the 22d for the purpose 
of selecting a new committee, 

In his circular Mr. Woodruff claims that 
the committee was illegally completed. He 
says: 

“tL received on November 4th a notice, 
purporting to be an official notice, signed 
by P.. Romare, secreiary, stating that a 
eo-called meeting of the committee had 
been held on that day in Atlanta, Messrs 
Ruge, Romare and Collier being present; 
that at that meeting Dr. N. P. Banks was 
elected, and Mr. Collier immediately _re- 
signed and James U. Jackson, of Augusta, 
was then elected to fill the vacancy, and 
that iMr,. J. G. Ruge was elected chairman 
of the committee. There has never been @ 
formal meeting of the or'ginal committee, 
and the so-called election of Mr. C. A. Col- 
lier was without my knowledge or consent, 
and under protest from me that he should 
be a mémber of the committee. The subse 
quent election of the other two new names 
I, therefore, consider void. I have no de- 
sire to serve on a reorganization com- 
mittee, nor do I desire to act with this 
So-called committee which, in my opinion, 
has been illegally constituted.” 

Mr. Woodruff says that prior to the At- 
lanta meeting the name of an Augusta 
broker was ‘suggested by Messrs. Romare 
and Ruge to be elected one of the commit- 
tee. Mr. Woodruff makes the following 
rather sensational intimation regarding the 
motives of one of the committeemen: 

“A committee to prepare and promote a 
plan of reorganization in the interest of 
the bondholders should be composed of 
persons who are free from adverse influ- 
ences. I do not think that any one who 
may be a candidate for a salaried office in 
the new company can serve on the commit- 
tee without great loss and prejudice to the 
interests of the bondholders.”’ 

He further says:

The Real Animus of His Fight on the 
University. 


TO GOBBLE UP ITS STUDENTS 


If thd University Were Out of the Way 
the Land Scrip Would Remain. 


ANOTHER OOLLEGE WOULD GROW UP

Athens, Ga., Noyember 12.-(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Rerhaps no fact better illus- 
trates the desperation to which the.ene- 
mies of the univers.ty education have been 
driven than their oft repeated charge that 
the use of the land scrip fund in’the state 
university bas been ‘“‘diverted” from its 
proper purpose, 

The word “diverted’’ means a great deal, 
and it is te be hoped that those who wse 
it so filippantly do so without a full know)- 
edge of what it means. To “divert” @ 
fund from its preper use is to make @ 
wrong use of it: Ta have accepted the 
land scrip fund that the United States 
government and to have diverted that fund 
to another purpose than that for which ‘t 
was intended would stamp the government 
of Georgia with odium which Bo excuse 
can justify. Not only would -the slate gov- 
ernment have rendered. itself infamous in 
the eyes of the world, but the indivicuuls, 
no matter how eminent their names, v'Ho 
were responsible for the acts of that gecv- 
ernment during the period named, wculd 
be equally infamous. The ltand scrip fund 
was created during the days of the civ'l 
war and those states which were ‘n oppo- 
sition to the United States governinent 
were not in a position to avail themselves 
of it. Finally, when the time came, there 
followed a period of six or seven years, 
when Georgia, as well ag her sister states, 
were tossed about ™m the hands of charac- 
terless adventurers and made the prey of 
every kind of a petty rascality. In due 
time the people of these staves recovered 
the:r local government from the hands of 
those who had robbed and plundered with- 
out conscience and without mercy. The 
men whu went into. power upon this 
“rreater reconstruction” were the flower 
of the southern states. They represented 
the honvur, the inteNigznce and the integ- 
rity of the people who placed them in 
power. Ail these whe can remember the 
Stirring days wheu, through anarchy and 
almost bloodshed, the sturdy -sovernor 
Sumiti, walked threugh to success and re- 
established Georgia,. well know how then 
how the people felt. The men who gath- 
ered around Governor Smith in those event- 
ful days were men who represented all 
that there was of honor or character or 
of integr.ty In Georgia. Now, then, it was 
these men into whose hands the land scrip 
fell. It was Governor Smith who made 
the original “diversion” of the fund, aided 
and abetted by every man of character in 
the state. It was a board of trustees act- 
ing for the university,- composed of such 
men as Toombs and Hill and Stephens and 
others, who accepted the fund and pro- 
ceeded to leg'slate for its proper use. Are 
we to be told at this late day that these 
men were a lot of incompetent meddlers 
who boldly combined to cheat the Un,ted 
States government out of a sum of money, 
and having filched it from the public 
treasury, proceeded to make an _ illegiti- 
mate use of it? There is no dodging this 
question. The men of that day who com- 
posed the state government, as well as 
those who composed the board of trustees, 
composed Georgia herself. If they acted 
dishonorably, so did the state, and it would 
be an ungracious act to attempt to prove 
wrong upon those who were known to 
have been actuated by the highest sense 
of fronor and integrity. 

As was fully developed in a previous ar- 
ticle, when these men proceeded to plan 
for the use’ of the new fund, they found 
that the state university was already in 
advance of the act of the general govern- 
ment, and that a chair of agriculture, 
pure and simple, covering the field corn- 
pletely, which was designed by act of 
congress, existed. But not content with 
this, they went forward and established a 
complete college of agriculture 
chanic arts. Those who pretend to judge 
of the work of that college ty certain 
diplomas granted, know very well thar 
they are playing with the facts. In the 
first place, they make no acconnt of the 
short term students, whose work does not 
entitle them to enrollment upon the col- 
lege roster. They then refuse to take note 
of the work which has been done by the 
Terrell professorship. They likewise close 
their eyes to the fact that at some time 
during their course, every student in the 
university passes through one or more 
branches of those which are provided fcr 
‘nm the agricultural college. In the’r blind 
zeal to see nothing in the college except 
the plow and the mule, they close their 
eyes .ta every study relating to agricul- 
ture and the mechanic arts, except ore 
connected with plowing a furrow. This 
limited view of education, analyzed to its 
last element, would destroy educational in- 
stitutions altogether. The fact is that not 
one of those who are opposing the agri- 
cultural college, as at present .onducted, 
has been able to take up its course of 
study and point out a single subject which 
should be omitted, or-a single tangible 
subject which has been neglected. All 
their opposition has been an opposition of 
fury and of sound, without reason, without 
definite character, and merely anwunting 
to a tempest in a teapot. The work which 
the college has done speaks for itself and 
is proof that it has carried out the mis- 
sion for which it was established. 

It has often been gaid that politics makes 
strange bedfellows, a saying which is as 
true in this controversy as it is in any 
other. Those who are in the fleld calling 
for the dismemberment of the university 
in order that a rival university may be 
established, differing only in name. are 


rejoined by the presidents of Emory and 


Mercer colleges. though the common 
ground upon which they meet is hard to 
locate. What does Dr. Candler want, for 
instance? Soberly and seriously. can that 
question be answered? To put it in a gen- 
tence, does he want to tear down the uni- 
versity in order to build up Emory? His 
position seems ito be that.as certain 
churches have organized colleges the state 
should dismantle !ts university so that it 
may not interfere with those colleges. He 
makes more ado over the fact that the 
university gives free tuitfon, not because 
it wants to @fntourage education, but be- 
cause it wants to stab Emory. Why not 
reverse the proposition and say that Emory 
college has been built up In order to tear 
down the university, since the latter was 
first in existence? The only excuse for the 
existence of Emory college is as a denomi- 
national institution, for. the purpose of in- 
eulcating Wesleyan principles. This is a 
laudable duty on part of those who believe 
in them, but surely Dr. Candler will not 
elaim that it is a duty which rests upon 
the state : t. Every argument’

Now, if it is impor- 
tant that religious colleges should be main- 


stroyed which are maintained by the state, 
is there not better ground for wiping out 
the public schools and letting the church 
have full pessession of its youth? Dr. 
Candler knows, as does every other man 
of mature years, that the first tive years of 
a child’s education are the most important 
in church work. In other words, if Dr. 
Candler could have full control of the 
first five years of the school life of every 
child in Georgia he would have no use for 


Emory college, because the work which he 


has especially in mind would already have 
been done. 

Even if the university should be crippled 
by the withdrawal of the land scrip fund 
would Dr. Candler’s warfare be at an end? 
We have his own word for it that he op- 
poses state ald to the university because it 
enables it to compete with Emory. Does 
he not know that even were that.support 
to be withdrawn and the land scrip fund 
as well, that this latrer fund would still 
have to be invested in a college, which 
would be a greater rivai to-Emory than is 
the university? The act providing for the 
use of the land scrip fund does not con- 
template a hundred-acre field and a plow- 
ing match between certain counties, but ift 
contemplates a college fully equipped in all 
of its departments, in the classical as well 
as scientific, so that it would, after all, be 
the old university under a new name. 
Then Dr. Candler would find himself faced 
with a new task. It would not be the un- 
friendly hand of the state of Georgia which 
he would seek to strike down, but the un- 
friendly hand of the United States would 
contribute its support to a rival college, 
whose purpose and effect would to be rival 
Emory college by offering such Indu-ce- 
ments. as would get the pupils instead. 
That fund could not be divided, nor should 
it be divided, hetween Emory and Mercer. 
Either it would have to be used to main- 
tain a free university or be returned to the 
United States government. This brings up 
the last point in the controversy. Reduce 
todo its last analysis, Dr. Candler’s opposi- 
tion is to competition. That competition 
is none the more pleasing to him when it 
comes from the United States than when 
it comes from the state. Therefore his op- 
position must extend to the agricultural 
college also, and we will find him arrayed 
agamst his present colleagues who have 
not awakened to the final outcome of the 
war, which he has inaugurated. Are the 
farmers of Georgia prepared to reject the 
land scrip fund? To return it to the United 
States government saying: ‘“‘We cannot use 
this fund in our state university because 
that is not an exclusively agricultural 
school. We cannot use it to establish a 
new college because that would be an act 
Emory and Mercer. 
Thefefore we do not need the money. Take 
it back and give it to Ohio or Massachu- 
setts.” 

Why not go behfnd ali the specious 
claims made by the enemies of the uni- 
versity and unmask their real purpose? It 
is self-interest on the part of some and 
hope of political reward on the part of cer- 
tain others. They are united only at one 
point, that of destruction. That object be- 
ing reached, we will have a period of anar- 
chy and disorder. With our state educa- 
tional system crippled and our institutions 
tossed about in the hands of warring fac- 
tions Georgia will present a pitiable spec- 
tacle indeed. 

But the good sense which has always 
controlled public opinion in Georgia will 
not desert her now and the university will 
live long to shed luster upon the state.

He !s the brainiest man on the republican 
gide of the senate and, as his ulterances 
upon the money question show, the most 
fearless. There are other republican sena- 
tors who would hesitate a long while be- 
fore casting their votes to perpetuate the 

gold standard upon this country, but 
Chandler is the only one of the so-called

Havana, via Key West, Fla., November 13. 
D'spatches from Madrid say that the of- 
cially inspired papers, El Correo and La 
Correspondencia, point to the possibility 
of a division of the autonomist party into 
radical and conservative wings. According 
to these papers the reformist party would 
be dissolved and its elements would form 
the radical wing of the autonom!st party, 
headed by Senores Jose Bruzon, Gibera and 
Fernando Gonzales. The conservative wing 
would be formed under the leadership of 
the historic autonomists, Senor Rafael 
Labra, Don Jose Galvez. the Marqu's de 
Montoro and Senores Cueto, Saladrizas and 
Fernandez de Castro, who founded the 
autonomist party. 

La Lucha, in a long editorial, makes a 
violent attack upon the Sagasta cabinet 
for attempting to divide the 
party by ignoring the principal person- 
ages Of the organization and accepting the 
services of second grade autonomists. The 
paper predicts that this division will create 
disturbances and urges Marshal Blanco 
not to neglect the leading autonom/'sts, 
declaring that if he does so, they will not 
remain idle, but will retaliate. 

It is generally bellevyed that ihe newly 
appointed governors in Cuba will hold 
their officeS but a comparatively short 
time, and it is the general opin’on tnot, 
within two months insular chambers will 
be formed, when the governors will be 
elected by popular vote. 

The insurgents are again active through- 
out central and eastern Cuba. It is un- 
derstood that they will shortly make a bold 
demonstration as proof that they have not 
accepted autonomy and to induce the next 
session of the United States congress to 
recognize ther rights as beiligerents. 

Throughout the island general dissatis- 
faction exists among the Spanish troops, 
who oppose the policy of coaxing the in- 
surgents and according them kind treat- 
ment, which, they belleve, will facilitate 
the plans of the insurgents. Marshal Blan- 
co, it is understood, lacks the necessary 
moral influence over the troecps w induce 
them to carry out his plans for the kind 
treatment of the insurgents, and the nat- 
ural consequence of this is a state of 
confusion. The annexation of Cuba to the 
United States is gaining in favor among 
the mercantile and foreign elements in the 
island. 

The local guerilla band at St. Felipe, 
province of Havana, while reconniotering 
in the environs, were surprised by a band 
of insurgents under Juan Delgado and 
eight of the twenty guerillas composing the 
band were macheted. The rest iled to the 
town. 

Governor General Blanco has d‘spatched 
several pacificoes, provided with passes, to 
the insurgent lines with a view to induc- 
ing the leaders to lay down their arms and 
accept autonomy. He has issued orders to 
the guerilla bands not to molest these en- 
Voys. 

General Pancho Carrillo, according to of- 
cial reports, recently crossed by way of 
the La Louisa hills at Placetas, with 200 
mounted men, returning from Cienfuegos, 
where he went to meet an expedition 
which landed there recently, it Is believed 
from the Dauntless.

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ON MURDER CASE 


Sieinau, Simon and O'Quinn 
May Be Tried Monday, 


NEW THEORY OF THE CRIME 


Be'leved Ponder Was After His Assallant 
When at the Glass Door. 


WHAT RECEIVER BLACKBURN 1S DOING 


Has Already Recovered Goois Worth 
$7,000—Movements of Attorneys. 
Some Points in the Case, 
Prisoners Are Taking 

|; Things Easy. 


There is a new theory of the Ponder 
murder which came out at the police bar- 
racks yesterday morning, and it is being 
generally accepted by those who adhere to 
the theory of the guilt of Steinau, Simon 
and O’Quinn. 

This new idea about the tragedy is as 
follows: . 

The reason Ponder ran to the glass door 
which separated the wholesale house from 
the saloon was because he saw the man 
who shot him and knew that he would run 
into the saloon as soon as he got out the 
rear door. 

“The shooting took place in the back of 
the store,” say those who have advanced 
the new theory, ‘‘and during the battle the 
rear door was suddenly thrown open and 
Ponder fired one shot at the murderer as 
he sprang into the alley. The officer had 
recognized his assailant, and he knew that 
he would run into the saloon, and it was 
Ponder’s idea in going to the glass door to 
get at the man who had shot him; and if 
Ponder had opened that door before the 
breath of life went out of him with the 
choking blood, he would have avenged his 
murder with his own hand,” 

This, however, is only one of the theories 
and is advanced by those who believe 
O’Quinn did the shooting, and that he 
was aided and abetted by Steinau and 
Simon. 

Two Strong Witnesses Appear. 

It was stated in official circles yesterday 
that there will be two witnesses at the 
county courthouse Monday who will give 
some direct evidence which will point to 
the three men under indictment as the 
murderers. These two witnesses do not 
live in Atlanta, but were in the saloon at 
the time of the shooting. They did not 
wish to be mixed up in the matter, and, 
believing no one knew they were in the 
saloon, they left the city shortly after the 
commibsion of the crime, anc for that 
reason were not accessible when the coro- 
ner first met to hold an inquest. 

“It was these two witnesses,” sald a city 
official yesterday morning, ‘“‘to whom the 
coroner referred when he stated Wednesday 
morning that he could not hold an inquest 


important witnesses whom the detectives 
could not get hold of right away.” 

An official connected with the police de- 
partment has said: 

“I rather think somebody is going to be 
surprised before this matter is over. The 
prosecution has not by any means shown 
its hand, and there is some evidence which 
has not come to the service, but of which 
the grand jury was made conversant.’”’ 

Some Things To Explain. 

There will be three very important mat- 
ters of a circumstantial nature which the 
defense will be called upon to explain. 
They are: 

First, wh) opzned the front door, and 
Ekcw could it have been opened, as it was, 
without a key? 

Second, why was it that only one front 
door key was turned over to the receiver? 

Third, who opened the safe, which was 
locked, unless it was done by some one 
who knew the combination? 

Fourth, how was that bunch of keys left 
on the floor, which Steinau was forced to 
admit was his property? 

Fifth, who but some one interested in the 
looting of the store would have burglarized 
it at as early an hour as 6 o’clock, and to 
have done so for the purpose of robbing a 
safe which was known to have contained 
only papers? 

And along with this will come all the 
testimony of the looting of the store by 
Steinau, Simon and O’Quinn before the re- 
ceiver was appointed. 

Inspecting the Front Door. 

Yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock Attor- 
neys J. J. Spalding and George Westmore- 
land, who represent the defendants, met 
Receiver Blackburn at the Steinau store on 
Wall street. 

The three gentlemen were at the front 
door of the store inspecting the lock when 
a reporter of The Constitution came up. 

Mr. Spalding called attention to the marks 
on the door which had been made pre- 
sumably with a chisel. He was told that 
there were some such marks on the door 
a week or two before the murder. 

The attorneys and the receiver tried the 
lock several times, and the latter was 
asked if the door could not be forced open 
when it was locked, and he replied that 
it depended wpon how it was locked. There 
seemed to be different ways of turning the 
key, and if not turned properly the door 
could be forced open from the outside. 

The attorneys also took a measurement 
of the bolt to the lock so as to get its exact 
depth. Ue

| MUST TAKE B. & B’S GOODS 


The Court Defines the Law as to Orig- 
inal Packages. 


DECISION I$ AN IMPORTANT ONE 


The Railroad Must Carry All Original 
Packages When Offered for Ship- 
ment—Decision in Full. 


The Southern Railway Company will be 
compelled to haul the goods of Blutheatha! 
& Bickart, the Atlanta whisky dealers, 
into South Carolina. 

Judges Pardee and Newman, of the 
United States court, handed down a de- 
cision in this famous dispensary case y¢s- 
terday morning enjoining the Southern 
from refusing to haul such goods in fu- 
ture. 

The decision is an important one in that 
the original package law is involved. The 
judges decided that liquors and wines in 
Bottles, packed in boxes and shipped in 
carload lots were, under the law of South 
Carolina, clearly admissible, and should 
be handléd by any railroad. 

The case has attracted considerable at- 
tention throughout the south, and the de- 
cision will largely affect the sale of At- 
Janta goods in South Carolina in the fu- 
ture. 


The whisky company never had any trou- 


ble with the Southern in this respect unth 
a few weeks ago, when the latter positive- 
ly refused to haul any more of their goods 
into South Carolina. 

Glenh, Slaton & Phillips, representing 
Bluthenthal & Bickart, filed a petition in 
the United States court seeking to have

the goods of this company. Sensational 
charges of collusion between the governor 
of South Carolina and the Southern Yoad 
were brought, in which it was stated the 
governor had threatened to take away the 
Southern’s right to onerate in the state 
if it did not stop hauliig goods in compe- 
tition with the state dispensary. 

These charges were frankly denied by 
the Southern and Governor Ellerbe.

Contractors Who Bid on Waterworks 
System Make Kick, 


HIGHEST BID WAS ACCEPTED 


Lewman & Co. Said To Have Given 
Lowest Figures. 


BUT THEY BID NOT GET THE CONTRACT 


There Is Some Probability of an In- 
junction Against the City—About 
the Different Bids, 


The awarding of the contract for the 
waterworks system of the city of Augusta 
by the council of that city last Friday 
afternoog seems to have caused considerable 
talk there, and the opinion has been ex- 
pressed that the contract was awarded in a 
partial manner. 

The contract was awarded to Englee & 
Co. and Twiggs, and their bid. was for 
$292,160. M. T. Lewman bid for Lewman 
& Co. $262,888, which was about $30,000 lower 
than the company which received the con- 
tract. Parrott, Patterson & Co. entered a 
bid for $279,676, which was also considerably 
lower than the successful bidders. 

Mr. H. L. Cooper, who represented one 
of the companies making a lower bid, ap- 
peared before the couneil and protested 
against the adoption of the report of the 
water commission, which recommended the 
acceptance of the bid of $292,000. He regis- 
tered a vigorous kick against the manner 
in which his company had been treated 
by the commission. 

Mr. Lewman, whose company is one of 
considerable prominence, was in Atlanta 
yesterday. His company is erecting the 
steel frame twelve-story building here, and 
is also completing several contracts of 
importance in other cities. 

While Mr. Lewman has expressed his in- 
dignation at the maner in which Augusta 
treated his company, he will make no fight 
against the action of the council in ac- 
cepting a bid which was several thousand 
dollars higher than his bid. 

According to the story published in the 
Augusta papers, the bids were all filed, and 
after the commission looked at them it was 
found the competing companies had failed 
to comply with one of the rules, which re- 
quired that they specify what pumps and 
other machinery would be used. For this 
reason the companies were asked to én- 
lighten the commission on this score. The 
Lewman company sent a schedule of prices 
to the mayor, not intending it to appear as 
a second bid, because it had been previ- 
ously stated that the bid of $262,888 would in- 
clude all things required by the city. The 
other bidders, it seems, made second bids. 

It appears that the commission considered 
Mr. Lewman’s schedule as a second bid, and 
this caused the original bid to be increased 
by about $20,000. The schedule furnished 
by the Lewman’s was to used only in case 
the city awarded them the contract as a 
basis for any addition or deduction. 

There has been some talk of-an injunc- 
tion against the city on account of the ac- 
ceptance of the highest bid, and it seems 
very probable that the courts will be called 
on to say whether or not the work shall 


proceed.

At first they were undoubtedly in- 
clined to HUsten favorably to the French 
and American proposals, and induced the 
Bank of England to promise to cortribute 
to remonetization the holding of u portion 
of its reserve in silver bullion, as the bank 
law allows.

The potent Mr. Robert Benson 
tried to convince the ministry, by Impres- 
sive facts, that the American movement 
was not in earnest,, and that Secretary 
Gage’s proposed method of currency reform 
and the self-constituted currency reform 
commission were conceived in hostility to 
the remonetization of silver, and that 
President McKinley was not sincerely in 
favor of an International agreement.

THE GERMANS DISCUSS 


Papers Declare It Means a Closer Un- 
derstanding with Italy. 


TWO POWERS DRAWN TO ENGLAND 


Conservative and Agrarian Press 
Give Political Significance to 
the Call. 


Berlin, November 13.—The visit of Count 
Goluchowski, the Austro-Hungarian min- 
ister for foreign affairs, to King Humbert 
at Monza and its attendant circumstances 
are regarded in German political circles 
as being. of the highest importance.

France was isolated and Engiand was kept 
in check hy Russia. The Russo-English

heads, and the internal and foreign policy 
of Austria go hand in hand, under the 
lead of two Poles, Badeni and Goluchywski, 
who aim at the suppression of German in- 
fluence.’’ 

The Rundschau pvubdlishes an article to 
the same effect, denouncing the duplicity 
of British statecraft, “avhereby both Aus- 
tria and Italy are gradualiy becoming es- 
tranged from Germany.”’ 

An old diplomat of Berlin, who belongs 
to one of the dreibund powers, said to 
the correspondent of the Associated Press’ 

“Austria for several years has been dis- 
approving of Emperor W.Jliiam’s foreign 
policy so far as England is concerned, 
and the neediess provocation of England 
contained in that famous message to Pres- 
ident Kruger has been seriously if silently 
, condemned by Austria’s statesmen. The 
Same is true of Italy. Both Italy and Aus- 
tr.a’s Mediterranean interests are of vast 
and far-reaching importance and they can- 
not be subserved as long as there is a 
latent antagonism aga.nst England as a 
feature of the dreibund policy. An entente 
closer than has ever before existed has been 
established between Italy and Austria, so 
far as the'r oriental and Mediterranean 
interests are concerned, and this means a 
consonance of their interests with England 
in that respect. To that extent, then, the 
dre.bund has been weakened and Ger- 
many has been left to follow her own ori- 
ental and colonial policy at the sde of 
Russia and France. It does not mean the 
breaking up of the dreibund, but the re- 
og of interests to some extent outside 
of it.” 

Naval Bill Comes Again. 

The official newspapers are s'‘lent on 
the subject, but the editor of one of the 
leading government papers said: 

“We are still waiting for our cue from 
abeve.”’ 

Confirmatory ne has been obtained of 
the report that the reichstag when it re- 
convenes will receive the naval bill and 
the military reform trial bill. In regard 
to the naval bill, however, the government 
will encounter strong opposition from the 
center party. Through its leader, Herr 
Lieber, it sought to effect an understand- 
ing with the chancellor, Prince Hohenlonhe, 
but the effort failed. The center wished 
for a promise that the Jesuit expulsion 
law would be repealed, in exchange for 
which the center engaged to support the 
naval bill. But Prince Hohenlohe flatly 
refused and the naval bill cannot’ pass 
without the votes of the cemter party. 
The refusal of Prince Hohenlohe to agree 
to the demands of the centr‘sts was solely 
due to the instructions of the emperor, 
who feels highly indignant at the pope’s 
encyclical in which the reformation is 
represented as having been an ‘‘unholy re- 
bellion,” and in which the Prussian kings 
are roughly handled. 

Severe comments on these passages have 
been made by many Protestant clergymen 
and leaders in Prussia and their remarks 
were, during the month of October, brought 
to the attention of both the empress and 
emperor and greatly incensed them, 

The Boersen Courier, a leading financial 
organ, says: 

“We are approaching famine conditions 
Victuals have r.sen in price to such an 
extent that the sustenance of a whole 
strata of the population is .n doubt.

A moment is approach'ng when the gov- 
‘ernment will be compelled to throw open 
again those avenues of trade which are 
now artificially clogged.”

ARE PLEASED WITH LAURIER. 


Canadian Premier Will Leave for stiis 
Home Tuesday. 

Washington, November i3.—While the 
plans of the Canadian contingent row in 
Washingtou in connectior witn the seal 
conference are not finally tixed, it is the 
present expectation that Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier, the premier, witl Sir Louis Davies 
und his personal following, will leave 
Washington on their return home Tues- 
duy. The experts on seal life for England 
ani Canada, Messrs. inompson and Ma- 
coun, however, -will remain here for a 
time pursuing the confereuces in wiich 
they are now engsarcl with the inited 
Stutes experts. They will resume their 
sessions Monday. 

Something of the view taken of this Ca- 
nadian mission by our government perhaps 
may be gathered by the following utter- 
ance Of a high administration official who 
has had dealings with the Canadian pre- 
mier: 

“Sir Wilfrid Laurier has not only been 
received by the government with great con- 
sideration, but has mece an excellent im- 
pression upon all of the gentlemen with 
whom he has come in contact. As a 
Stanch Canadian statesman .he naturally 
demands concession for concession. At the 
Same time he has shown a liberal spirit to- 
ward the plan of increasing the commer- 
cial intercourse of the two countries, and if 
he meets the views of the United States 
nalf-way there is a very fair chance of re- 
moving from the present field of view the 
most important questions which have pro- 
duced so much irritation between the two 
countries during the preceding period of 
conservative’ administration in Canada.” 

Visit Was Planned in London. 

Washington, November 13.—The state- 
ment was made today that the present vis- 
it of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. the Canadian 
premier, and Sir Louis Davies was ar- 
ranged at London during the queen's jubi- 
lee, when conferences were held between 
Lord Salisbury, Mr. Chamberlain, secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, and the 
Canadian officials. General Foster, the 
American seal commissioner; was in Lon- 
don at the time, and was apprised of the 
proposed visit and of the sanction of the 
London authorities. 

This statement was called out by the 
misapprehension as to the official character 
of the present visit. The Canadian visi- 
tors have been annoyed at reports tele- 
graphed to Canada to the effect that the 
visit was arranged by a private gentle- 
man ot Toronto, who was in Washington 
recently. 

When this repor 
tion of Sir Loui 


was called to the atten- 
Davies, he laughingly 


stated that it doubtless was- inspired by | 


a desire to prejudice and belittle the pres- 
ent visit in the eyes of the Canadian peo- 
ple. Without reflecting on this gentieman 
personally, it was stated that he had no 
part in bringing about the visit, and that 
the entire arrangement had been made in 
London during the jubilee. That plan, it 
was stated, referred only to the Bering sea 
meeting, and the present visit was official 
Only in relation to that one question. At 
the same time, the visit afforded oppor- 
tunity for an unofficial exchange of views 
on all the various questions affect- 
ing the relations hetween the United 
States and Canada. These problems ere 
more or less interwoven with the Beriag 
sea question, and the consideration of one 
involves to some extent the discussion of 
all of them. The desire was. therefore, to 
give the views of the Caaadian ofticials on 
all these subjects, and at the same time 
to secure the views of the American offi- 
cilais, in the hope that some common 
ground of agreement might be secured. 
The purpose of this preliminary discussion, 
it is stated, is to have it take an oflicial 
aspect later, in case any common ground 
of agreement presents itself, such as the 
formation of a commission to consider all 
perding questions. 

It has been expected that the meeting be- 
tween the Canadian officials and Mr. Kas- 
son to talk over reciprocity would occur to- 
day This will depend somewhat on the 
demands of the Bering sea meeting. The 
reciprocity meeting will be one of the 
several unofficial discussions. If it is- 
closes any basis for mutual action, en 
the subject may assume an official phase 
later. Necessarily a treaty of reciprocity 
would have to be made between the United 
States and Great Britain, as this govern- 
ment can sustain no direct treaty relations 
w.th Canada. All that Canadian officials 
could do is to take the first step toward 
subsequent official action by the imperial 
government,

TRIALS WILL BEGIN MONDAY, 


Police Inspector Mixei Up in Arroyo’s | 
Death Arraigned. 


City of Mexico, November 13.—The trial 
of Polica Inspector Villa Vincenco and 
Other police officials implicated in the mur» 
der of Arnul Arroyo will begin Monday 
and will probably last eight or nine days. 

All the accused have counsel and the 
trial will be a sensational one, throwing 
much Light on the actions of the late 
Inspector General of Police Valesquez, who 
committed suicide when his share in the 
crime was discovered and he became con- 
vinced that the government ‘would afford 
him no protection. In fact, the government 
has been very vigorous in pushing for- 
ward preparations for the prosecution of 
the entire body of the accused. 

Incidentally the mystery concerning Fa- 
ther Rortolero, a Catholic priest whose 
death Valesquez has been suspected of 
procuring, will probably be cleared up and 
possibly it may be shown that Arroyo 
knew enough of that crime to cause Vales- 
quez to desire to remove him.

Resolution Passed Which Looks To

Mr. Rutherford Goes for the Railroads 
in a Bill—Mr. Fogarty Offers an 
Important Measure—A Dull 
Day in the Lower 
House. 


About one-half of the members of the 
Georgia legislature Were present yesterday 
when the house was called to order. As no 
quorum was present, the house had to 
confine its labors to the very dull and un- 
interesting work of reading bills for the 
second time. This dullness was relieved by 
the introduction of a few very interesting 
bills. 

There seemed to be a general sentiment 
against street car companies. Two bills 
were introduced which if passed will place 
very stringent frestrictions around the 
street railways. Behind the introduction 
of at least one of the bills may be a 
scheme to secure transfers in Atlanta. 
Mayor Collier, the advocate of the trans- 
fers, was on the floor of the house for 
quite a while during the morning, and it 
was whispered around the house that the 
mayor was working for his cherished idea 
of street car transfers. Anyway he had 
hardly left the capitol before two bills 
were offered which place the street railway 
companies under the control of the state 
railway commission. The bill gives the 
commission the power to fix, regulate and 
control the rates and schedules of the 
street cars. 

The house did honor to the memory of

Can’t Break Full Handed. 


Mr. Fogarty, of Richmond, introduced a 
very important bil which exactly fits 
the present commercial conditions in this 
country. The measure is intended to stop 
the too common practice of firms breaking 
full handed. So many firms and business 
houses have recently gone to the wall af- 
ter making mortgages to members of the 
families of the members of the firms, that 
Mr. Fogarty thought sOme law was nec- 
essary to stop this. At present when a 
firm decides to go out of business a very 
common way is to break and go into the 
courts. Before doing this the firm usually 
makes mortgages of al! its property to 
parties who are generally the close rela- 
tives of the members of the firm. These 
mortgages are preferred liens and are fore- 
closed in preference to any claims held 
by other creditors. Of course, after the 
litigation is all settled the firm that has 
become insolvent and has failed to pay 
all of its creditors, gets back the property 
which was mortgaged to the relatives and 
divides t! among the members of the firm. 
In other words, the declaration of insol- 
vency is now considered a clever way to 
get out of business with money on hand, 
oa with nothing in sight to pay the cred- 

ors. 

Mr. Fogarty’s bill provides that it shall 
be illegal for a person, firm or corporation 
who is insolvent at the time, or is in con- 
templation of insolvency, to prefer one 
ceritor to another by means of mortgage, 
deed, assignment or transfer of negotiable 
papers. The bill provides that if a: person, 
firm. or corporation becomes insolvent 
within sixty days after filing such preferred 
mortgages, the mortgages shall be null and 
void. Under the bil, a man who is in busi- 
ness.and wants to “break” cannot give a 
mortgage to his wife and break the next 
Seucaen haa his creditors in the lurch.

The bill providing for a woman physician 
at the lunatic asylum is causing much dis- 
cussion among the senators. 

The bill, wh.ch was introduced by Mr. Cal- 
vin of Richmond, and passed by the house 
a few days ago, by a vote of 107 to 0, is a 
new departure in Georgia and the south. 
It is liberal in its provisions and places 
woman on a high plane in that it asks no 
favors, but challenges men physicians to 
a competitive examination with women phy- 
sicians before a medical board as soon as 
& vacancy occurs in the corps of physi- 
cians at the state lunatic asylum. 

The thought in the bill ts that there should 
be a woman physician at that instftution all 
the time not ag matron or nurse, but as 
physician equal in rank to the other physi- 
clans of the corps—entitled to recei the 
salary which attaches to fie position 
which may-become vacant by death or res- 
ignation.

Dr. Amas Fox, the present 
incumbent, will retire in favor of Major 
Smyth, recently appointed by the new ad- 
ministration. 

Dr. Fox and his assistants have been 
working assiduously for the last few days 
getting the affairs of the office in shape 
for the transfer, Everything is in perfect 
order for the new official. Major Couper, 
the assistant postamster, stated yesterday 
the office was in perfect condition. 

Dr. Fox has been in office since December 
1, 1894. It is safe to say he has made one 
of the best postmasters Atlanta has ever 
had. The business of the office has in- 
creased over $200,000 under his administra- 
tion, he has increased the number of em- 
ployees in the various departments, has 


added twelve carriers and has increased , 


the salary list of this department $1,800. 

The letter business shows a larger in- 
crease than any other department. The 
city stands first of any of its size in the 
country for the amount of mail that is 
handled here. In the money order depart- 
ment over 100,000 more money orders were 
paid under Dr. Fox than his predecessor. 
Dr. Fox received from Major Lewis $17,000 
worth of government property, such as 
stamps, envelopes, cards, ete., and he will 
turn over to Major Smyth nearly $50,000 of 
the same kind of property, showing an in- 
crease of over $30,000.

“The Armenian agitators, conforming to 
their subversive programme, form bands 
of brigands in order to subvert the public 
order and security of the empire, and not 
Only fhe Armenian brigands, but also 
their wives use martini rifles and dynamite 
shells. Only. yesterday the governor gen- 
eral of the Vilayet of Sivas and the gov- 
ernor of Janik have reported tnat .he 
Armenian bands of brigands, members of 
the revolutiouary Huntshaguist committee 
in those regions, under the orders of the 
Houssep and Minas Oghlon, were pursued 
and arrested, excepting their chiefs and 
two members of the band, who were able 
to eScape. The wife of Houssep, who, like 
her husband, was armed with a martini 
rifle, having also devoted herself to 


‘brigandage, addressed herself to the au- 


thorities of Janik and surrendered, declar- 
ing that she renounced entirely illegal ac- 
tions. Measures were adopted to surround 
the place which Houssep had selected for 
his abode, when the latter with his two 
companions surrendered themselves to the 
grace and generosity of the local authori- 
ties. Thereupon these individua'’s, like 
Many others under the same conditions, 
were conducted to their churches to swear 
an oath—which they did—they would live 
honestly and submit strictly to the laws of 
keeping peace. Afterwards the authorities 
occupied themselves with the task of se- 
curing for them a-place of refuge, pro- 
vided them with all the necessaries of life 
io oe them to live honestly and peace- 
ully.

Was a Genuine Tug of War and Neither 
Could Score. 


BOTH SIDES EXPECTED TO WIN 


Chances Seemed To Favor Harvard, 
but Yale Stood Firm. 


GAME WAS GF AN EXCITING NATURE. 


Every Inch of Ground Hotly Contested 
and Both Elevens Put Up a 
Splendid Game. 


Cambridge, Mass., November 13.—Harvard 
ond Yale played each other to a standstill 
this afternoon on Soldiers’ fleld. 

For two thrilling hours the sturdy elevens 
Struggied over the whfte-lired gridiron 
desperately disputing every inch of terri- 
tory and vainly essaying to cross the 
ccveted goal line. The teams had each a 
Strong defense and weak ground-gaining 
povers, and the logical outcomsa of the 
contest was that neither side scored. 

The game was disanpointing. Each eleven 
was confident of victory, and the expecta- 
tions of neither were realized. Harvard 
should have won; she had more possibil- 
ities than her rival, and she had capabilities 
which she did not employ tu the limit. 

Yale was but once within scoring distance 
of the Harvard goal, but wken Harvard 
put her to the test she was not found 
wanting, and by her resolute and determin- 
ed deferse prevented the crimson from do- 
ing what Brown, West Polnt. Carlisle and 
Chicago had already accomplished. 

It was as stubborn and bitter a footbail 
battle as was ever fought. Each play 
brought every bit of spirit and power possi- 
ble into !ts inception, and it took the con- 
centrated efforts of eleven men to stop it. 
Both teams fought like men determined 
that their opponents should not gain an 
| inch, and although the contest lacked the 

football pyrotechnics and the dramatic in- 
cidents of the old-time games, it was a 
hard fight from first to last. 

The game was unusually devoid of long, 
brilliant runs‘and hair-raising tackles, but 
the enormous crowd was kept at the in- 
tensest pitch of excitement over the final 
outcome. 

The high wind was an important factor 
of the result. It made necessary a partlal- 
ly different system of cffense and defense 
for both teams. Yale in winning the toss 
and securing the wind had Harvard at 
great odds. The fact that, heavily handi- 
capped as she was, Harvard defended her 
territory so strongly, led all to belfeve that 
in the second half the crimson would score 
an easy victory. 

In the second, when Harvard had the 
strong wind at her back, it was after 
Bhe had been battered and buffeted about 
the gridiron for over an hour, and was in 
no condition to strike into the line with the 
most telling effect. 

Yale’s supposed superiority in the kick- 
ing department did not materialize. Even 
when McBride and Desaulles had the wind 
at their backs, Haughton very nearly held 
his own. At times the Yale backs mad2 
miserable attempts at punting. Four times 
trey had their kicks blocked ty the Har. 
vard forwards; once it turned to their own 
advantage, but once decidedly to Harvard's. 
Haughton was guilty of several bad but 
not ccstly fumbles, while Yale’s backs 
seemed to misjudge the punts continually, 
ord they were never sure on tl.eis untches. 
At the end Yale seemed to be the fresher. 

How They Played. 

It was just four minutes past 2 o'clock 
when the Yale men tumbled over the low 
fence around the gridiron at the west end 
of the field, with the wind at their backs, 
thus indicating that Yeaie’s luck had again 
given her the toss. At almost the same 
minute the crimson eleven appeared at the 
opposite end of the arena. 

Harvard was in too much of a rush to 
begin the game, and when the ball had 
been placed Haughton kicked off to De- 
saulles, only to have it brought back, as 
it had been put in play before the referee’s 
sigral had- veen given. On the sevond kick 
off Haughton’s punt was low and Hazen 
caught the ball and advanced it to Yale’s 
thirty-five-yard line. McBride was the first 
of the Eli’s to receive the pigskir. for a 
rush, and he mace five yards through the 
center. Then the ball was passed to Mc- 
Bride for a kick, but Yale's line vielded and 
the ball was blocked. Benjamin fell on it, 
however, and it remained in Yale’s posses- 
sion on her fifty-yard line. 

Corwin was next given the ball for a 
punt, and he sent it out of bounds at Har- 
vard’s twenty-yard line. From then on the 
fame was exciting, and both teams worked 
hard. At times both sides obtained slight 
:advantages, but there was nothing to in- 
'Gicate what the outcome would be. 

At the beginning of the second half Har- 
vard’s friends were confident of victory. 
Harvard had the advantage of the wind, 
, but Yale was equal to the tesk of holding 
them back.

Manager Kates, of the transfer company 
which has been figbting the old company 
by delivering trunks and baggage to any 
part of the city for 15 cents, deciares that 
the new company is a part of the Atlanta 
Baggage and Cab Company and that it is 
fostered by Mr. Jacob Haas and associates 
of the company last mentioned. 

Mr, Kates says the Ten Cents company 
is @ part of the union depot baggage mv- 
nopoiy company and that it has been start- 
ed tor the sole purpuse of injuring his 
(A.ates’s) business anu competing witna his 
company in a spirit Oc revenge tor the ac- 
tion of Kates’s company in ieducing the 
price for hauling baggage to 1b cents und 
maintaining that rate auring the past sev- 
eral yeais, while the Atiauta Baggage atul 
Cab Company charged zd and WW cents for 
the same service, 

Mr. hates says the new company is oper- 
aled by the Olid COMpany aud imal it is 
merely @ Caich-paw arrangement set up to 
luvl the people. tie Geuiares Mr. Huas’s cud 
Wagons and horses are being uséd vy Lue 
new company and that. the whoie oucfit is 
a part of the Atlanta Baggage and Cab 
Company's outfit,

“I have nothing to say ahout that for 
publication,” replied Mr. Ciark, after con- 
sidering fora moment.

“I will say, however, that if I choose to 
use some of the Atlanta, Baggage and Cab 
Company’s old wagons it’s no atfair of the 
public. 1 am here to manage the Ten Cenis 
Transfer Company and there is no reason 
why I should state who the company is.”’ 

Inquiry of Mr. John Coivin, union depot 
baggage agent, who is interested in the At- 
lanta Baggage an@ Cab Company, elicited 
no definite information on the subject. He 
neither affirmed or denied that the Ten 
Cents company is owned and operated as a 
branch of the Atlanta Baggage and Cab 
taking practicaily the same 
ground that Mr. Clarke did. 

Manager Kates, of the Atlanta Parcel 
and Express Company, the company which 
hauled baggage to any part of the city for 
16 cents, resulting in the Atlanta Baggage 
and Cab Company being forced to reduce 
its rates by reason of the passage of au 
ordinance by the city council, says his old 
competitors have now attempted ‘to injure 
his business by establishing a new com- 
pany and operating it under the name of 
the Ten Cents company. He says, however, 
his company does not fear the new com- 
pany. He has a word to say about the 
old company starting the new concern for 
the purpose, as he says, of getting even 
whth him. He said: 

What Mr. Kates Says. 

“As to the manager of the new compa- 
ny, Mr. Clarke, I know nothing and have 
nothing to say. “This I do know: The At- 
lanta Baggage and Cab Company is fur- 
nishing to Mr. Clarke its own wagons and 
horses, and all are kept at the Atlanta 
Baggage and Cab Company's stable, ou 
Hunter street. They have simply resorted 
to the subterfuge of hauling out a lot of 
wagons painted red, with the name of the 


new company over the old name, and calle | 


ing themselves the Ten Cents company. 
‘*Their evident purpose is to drive me out 
of the business, because I have shown to 
the people of Atlanta that baggage can be 
hauled for 15 cents and forced the union 
depot.monepoly baggage company to con- 
form to the Jaw requiring that no charge 
more than 25 cents shal) be made for haul- 
ing a trunk to any part of the city. This 
company is now seeking to break down my

The Ten Cents company 
will not operate on the trains, it {s said, 
the ol@ company reserving the privilege of 
soliciting business on the traing ane under 
the depot.

Again, she is told she must sink her in- 
dividual prejudices and opinions, realizing 
that she is merely to voice the sentiments 
of others. 

In this view of her work the press woman 
would be little more than a mechanic, and 
the management of the paper would be cen- 
sured for not employing in such an im- 
portant office a woman with some Strength 
and individuality. 

The press woman to be happy in her suc- 
cess must rely to a great extent upon her 
sense of duty. 

To encourage her in this she has the 
knowledge that the women occupying re- 
sponsible positions in journalism do not 
acquire them by political strokes or party 
influence, but by a material and daily proof 
of their capacity to fill them, and by their 
industrious pursuit of duty. 


Of all the new ways in which woman 
has become useful to her kind the press 
woman (if one may be pardoned the ap- 
propriation to her profession of such high 
praise) represents the very best and most 
efficient. In an experience of scarcely two 
years now in newspaper work, it has been 
one of my chief pleasures to note the 
growth everywhere of the power and in- 
fluence of the woman's page. Even within 
that short span of days the progress which 
this feature of journalism has made is 
marvelous. It has not been a local move- 
ment, nor a northern, nor a southern, nor 
@ western one; it has been spontaneous in 
its manifestations throughout the country, 
until now the great editor in the metro- 
politian cities, finds room in his crowded 
pages for severa! columns each day given 
to woman’s topics, and the same is true 
in equal measure of the editor of the small 


have been conspicuously active. The expo- 
sition held here in 1895 developed our women 
as no other tMmfluence has. The woman’s 
department of that exposition, under” the 
leadership of a young Atlanta woman, was 
a credit to universal womankind. Much 
of its success was made possible by the co- 
Operative and constant 
to it by the press. The purposes aimed at

In a recent gathering of women, where 
there was some controversy anticipated on 
an important question at issue, Mrs. Felton 
was asked for her opinion.

Women are seldom 
termed -‘‘skeptical” when they indulge in 
bitter comments, but are rather termed 
“disagreeable.” but men, when they in-

“skeptics.” 
“Do you know,” said a skeptical young 
man, “the greatest fault that I see 


-among women is their lack of loyalty to-

ward one another and their lack of honesty , 


in their dealings with one another. When-

daily in the smaller cities. As if by a 
common impulse woman’s hand wrought | 
this revolution in all parts of the land, a 
revolution significant of greater thingts 
than a mere change of views on the edi- 
tor’s part. It has a significance rooted in 
all the worthy efforts of woman, her or- 
ganizations of all kinds, her charities, her 
general benevolences, her kindergartens, 
her labors for the poor and the countless 
other ways by which she seeks to help 
her sisters and herself. It means that 
there is something behind this new thing 
of woman’s hand in journalism; that it is 
more than the mere discovery that women 
are factors in the making of a newspaper. 
True, it seems strange enough, that men 
should have gone on publishing newspa- 
pers for nearly two centuries, ignoring 
those broad interests commen to all wo- 
men, but they would have continued in 
that mistake, I have no doubt, for an age 
or two longer had not woman made her- 
self so much a power in the active af- 
fairs of life by the exertion of her influ- 
ence in sO many new and worthy ways 
that she could no longer be ignored. 

Men see ‘that there is something more in 
these new mcvements of women than a 
mere attempt to be prominent, or to be 
edvanced, and the men of the press, who 
afe always first to discover the significance 
and force of new movements, were this 
time the first to grasp the serious meaning 
of this new activity of their wives and 
daughters and sisters. They were perhaps 
@ little slow to see i{t, but they saw it at 
last and are convinced by it that enlisted 
in these various movements are women of 
the best brains, women of the best educa- 
tion, women of the best hearts, women of 
the best homes, women of the best names 
in all the land, and not bemg willing to be- 
lieve that these are entering upon a war 
of aggression upon the sphere of man, 
they have caught the reai spirit of the 
movement ang the columns of the press are 
generously devoted to aiding all the worthy 
undertakings of womankind. And now, 
through the agency of the press, men gen- 
erally are beginning to see that ali this 
talk of woman in this, and woman in that, 
does not mean the surrender of her sphere 
the surrender of her usefulness at home, 
or the surrender of her womanliness and 
grace. 

I feel a thrill of pride when I realize the 
beneficent meaning of most of this new 
Wwork of women and remember that I am 
in position to join in promoting its growth.

It is with 
these and through these that the greatest 
general benefits must come, and it is in- 
teresting to remark the great power wielded 
by the press in developing these agencies 
for good. The press has been and will 
continue to be the strongest indtvidual 
factor in building up the work of woman. 
It has led the way, it has fought the bat- 
tles with prejudices, and as the out guards 
of a new dispensation of woman's influence 
has and must still meet the foes that rise 
up to oppose all new things, good or bad. 
The man at the editor’s helm is not more 
surely molding thought, or building up en- 
terprises, or tearing down prejudice than 
the woman is, who manages the page 
which but a few short months ago was a 
mere resume of ‘cial events. Ags the 
press woman’s work has broadened her in- 
fluence has broadened. Al] the mothers 
and daughters in christendom read what 
the woman editor has to say and the re- 
sponsibility which rests upon her to say 
and do the right thing is a great one. She 
has a duty to perform not merely to her 
employers, but to half of the human race, 
and she should do it with a full and deep 
realization of all that it means. The press 
women, in a large measure, control the 
agencies which must do most to promote 
women’s best endeavor, which appeals most 
strongiy and directly to the feminine mind— 
an agency great in the power it ulti- 
mately wields, and it should be used with 

ignity, and as becomes good women. 


Mrs. Felton’s Chivalry. 


In this day and hour when women are 
making the cloge of the centurv a time 
memorable for their achievements, the 
sayings and doings of great women are as 
much subject to publicity as those of great 
men.

She is, in fact, 
a great philanthropist among women, ang 
one of her cherished objects in life is the 
care and education of the young women 
of the rural! districts, or those who are so 
situated they cannot help themselves. She 
pleads for them with are eloquence that 
procedes from the heart, and is alive to and 
working for every cause that tends to the 
progress of womarkind.

With her many attractive 
aera. Felton possesses a ieal 
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ness career evince this spirit and I was 
greatly impressed by it in a recent large 
gethering of women. A well-known wo- 
man who is not given to the praise of 
either men or women took occasion to 
pointedly praise a very charming little wo- 
man who was deserving of any amount of 
pleasant comments, but scarcely to be 
considered in that superlative degree of 
perfection that excluded others that had 
notably acquired general praise from men 
and women. There may have been those 
who wére impFfcssed by the generous praise, 
but One knowing the lady doing the prais- 
ing could put bé amused, realizing that it 
arose from ‘her consciousness that the 
young woman she praised could never in 
any way rival with her or contend with 
her in any ambition. This very instance.” 
continued the skeptical young man, ‘‘im- 
pressed me moré than ever that women 
seldom have genuine motives in praising 
each other, but invariably express their 
prettiest compliments toward those of their 
sex from whom they expect no rivalry. 
I do not say, remember, that there are not 
many exceptions, for I know there are, 
still it is not well for a woman to rely too 
much upon the bombastic praise lavished 
upon her by another woman.

In this discussion of the moral effects 
of co-education, it is a noteworthy fact 
that denominational schools all over the 
United States are educating men and wo- 
men together. Surely, if there were great 
danger to character the church would not 
give its sanction to this method of educa- 
tion. 

The Methodist church, always progres- 
sive, leads all the others in the number 
of its co-educational institutions. Of the 
eighty-two universities and colleges un- 
der Methodist control in the United States, 
a large cumber are co-educational.

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Baling of Cotton. 


An interesting controversy is now g0- 
ing on between leading cotton experts 
in both sections of the country over 
what is known as the cylindrical pro- 
cess of baling. Every one is free to 
admit that the process of baling now 
in vogue among our farmers is woefully 
defective, but whether or not the cylin- 
drical process is calculated to improve 


matters is the question upon which the | 


present controversy hinges. 

Colonel James L. Orr, president of 
the Piedmont Cotton Manufactiring 
Company, of Piedmont, S. C., takes the 
position that the proposed cylindrical 
process of baling cotton is to the in- 
terest neither of the manufactirer nor 
producer. He argues that if the Amer- 
ican Cotton Company is allowed to pur 
up its own gins and presses in order to 
accomplish the change at which the cyl- 
indrical process aims, it will cost pro- 
ducers who own gins already in this 
section not less than $50,000,000, as 
there are now 40,000 gins in the gouth, 
valued at $1,250 each. Still another loss 
to the producer which Colonel Orr points 
out is that involved in the change of 
covering for the bale. The covering for 
the square bale costs the producer at the 
present time only 75 cents; and, when 
cotton sells for 7 cents per pound, if 
enables him to realize a clear profit of 
79 cents on each bale. To cover a round 
bale of cotton under the cylindrical pro- 
cess the producer, instead of making 
his 79 cents profit, would actually lose 
48 cents, making a total loss as com- 
pared with the round bale covering of 
$1.27 on each bale. Such a loss as this 
applied to a crop of 9,000,000 bales would 
in itself alone aggregate $11,430,000. 

Colonel Orr admits that the round 
bale would be of immense advantage to 
insurance and railway companies, but 
fails to see how it can possibly enure to

Equally as warm in defending the cyl- 
indrical process as Colonel Orr is in op- 
posing it is Colonel A. B. Shepperson, 
the well-known cotton expert of New 
York. Colonel Shepperson argues that 
Colonel Orr’s objection to the process 
is based upon his experience with im- 
perfect bales and is not, therefore, to be 
accepted as a fair test. He states that 
when cylindrical bales were first put 
up the laps of cotten were wound tightly 
around an iron rod running through the 
center and that Colonel Orr’s experience 
with the cylindrical process must have 
been limited to bales of this primitive 
description. Colonel Shepperson’ gives 
the following summary of the process up

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We have received from Mr. M. B. Den- 
nis, commissioner of the board of edu- 
cation of Putnam county, a communica- 
tion in reference to an editorial article 
printed last August, in which 1ne Con- 
stitution favored a system of local tax- 
ation for the public schools.

In that editorial The Constitution took 
the position that the $600,000 which is 
now set apart to the public school fund, 
out of the rental of the stafe road and 
from special taxes given to that fund, 
should be used “as a nucleus for a 
school fund to be raised under a just 
and reasonable system.’’ In the next 
paragraph The Constitution plainly 
said: 

Let it be clearly undérs‘tood that The Con- 
stitution does not take the position that a 
$600,000 appropriation is enough for the 
school fund. On the contrary, it believes 
that even $1.600,000 is too small a sum. But 
The Constitution believes in justice and 
equity. It believes in taking an undemo- 
cratic systerh and making it as demotratic 
as possible, and this can only be done by 
making the necessary taxation fall equally 
on all. 

It has been demonstrated by our own ex- 
perience and by that of other states that 
it is impossible to build up a school system 
by means of unjust and inequitab‘e lIegis- 
lation. Our present system, therefore, has 
heen and is now the merest apology for a 
System. The children in the cities and 
larger towns are receiving a fair education, 
but the veil of ignorance stil) lies over the 
country districts. This inanition is not pri- 
marily due to the lack of money. 

In every state of the union where the pub- 
lic school system is in complete and suc- 
cessful operation, the rule is for the state 
to appropriate one-third of the school fund, 
while the counties raise the other two- 
thirds by local taxation. In this way econ- 
omy in raising and in expending the fynd 
is assured. It gives the people themselves 
a very direct and substantial interest in the 
schools. They receive the direct benefit of 
the local tax and appreciate the results. 

The school commissioner of Georgia has 
been a very ardent advocate of this reform 
in our system, and it has been practically 
indorsed by the people in the counties most 
interested in securing better schoo) facili- 
ties. The local tax is democratic. It makes 
the people of the county responsible for the 
success of their schoo.s, gives the county 
control of the fund, and the money that 
is raised in the county for school purposes 
is expended there. 

In short, the present system is so unjust, 
unequal and inadequate that we are willing 


to give our hearty support to any plan that |

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General Blanco in Cuba. 

In spite of the conciliatory proclama- 
tion recently issued. by General Blanco 
to the Cuban insurgents, there is little 
probability that the struggle in which 
the revolutionary forces have been en- 
gaged for the past three years will be

Only-a faw days prior to the arrival 
of General Blanco on the island, it was 
ascertained that the strength of the au- 
tonomist party in Cuba was barely suf- 
ficient to supply the offices which the 
proposed system of home rule would 
make it necessary to fill. This discdv- 
ery occasioned some surprise, as it 
served to indicate the measure of prog- 
ress which the cause of freedom had 
made on the island.

SHAPED UP POLITICALLY. 


And now it has come to pass that tkere 
is a dearth of political news and political 
talk in the haunts where hoth commodi- 
ties bave for many days been plentiful. 
There are n® new stories to please the 
ears of thé prophets, and the wells of gos- 
sip have run completely dry. Apparently 
all has been told that can be told—at least 
all that can be told just now; and those 
whe think they know declare that there 
can be no more developments until the new 


year ushers in new hopes and gives re- 


newed life and vigor to the old. 

The reason for this is that there are 
to be no announcements for the governor 
ship before the adjournment of the legisla- 
ture. That is as well settled as anything 
political can be. A part of the privilege of 
politics is the right to change one’s mind, 
but unless there are some marked changes, 
the last day of December will find the 
situation just about as it is now, When 
January comes—but nobody can tell what 
will happen when January comes. 


When Speaker Jenkins came he expected 
to reach some decision as to his future ac- 
tions before the adjournment of the house. 
He has had a good many talks with friends 
in both sides of the assembly, but has 
not yet reached a decision as to whether he 
will enter the race for the governorship. 
He is a strong possibility, but is nothing 
‘more yet. The chances seem {© be against 
his entering the race, though I have noth- 
ing more than mere surmise to base this 
declaration upon. The man who presides at 
the other side of the capitol is more Hkely 
to go into it. President Berner is imbued 
with the idea that this is not the politician’s 
year, and he feels that with the people 
deciding the personality of the nominee he 
will have as good a show as anybody else. 
He will be in either that race or the race 
fof congress in the sixth district, with 
the chances as he sees it now in favor of 
the bigger plum. 


It is confidently expected by those olosest 
to Attorney General Terrell and Secretary 
of State Candler that both men are certain 
entries. They will not make and declara- 
tions.until the early part of the new year, 
but it is confidently expecte@ that both 
will be heard from then.

With the air 
practically all pressed out of ‘it, the ten- 
dency to expansion does not exist, as in the 
old-style square bale, in which the air is 
simply compressed within the bale and kept 
from its natura] tendency to expand by the 
iron bands or ties which encirele it. With 
the square bales there is a constant strug- 
gle for expansion by the imprisoned and 
compressed air, with the result that the 
iron “ties”. are continually being forced 
off. When a “tie” (or band) gets off then 
the bale naturally bulges out by expansion, 
and this involves expenses for mending and 
causes the bale to occupy thereafter more 
space, as it cannot be restored to its form 
er shape without being put in the press 
again. The cylindrical bale has no iron 
bands or ties to hold it together. The iron 
ties add‘to the weight of the square bales 
and thus inerease a!‘l transportation 
charges, and fires sometimes occur from 
friction of the metal bands with those of 
other bales. 

As to the argument that according to 
the present process, the producer Treal- 
izes a net profit of 79 cents on the cov- 
ering of each bale of cotton, . Colone1 
Shepperson states that what the pro- 
ducer appears to make in this way is 
really deducted from the price which 
he would otherwise receive for the cot- 
ton and that in the end he loses by the 
process. The New York cotton expert 
further argues that any method of bal- 
ing cotton which can save the expense 
of compressing it again is undoubtedly 
a positive improvement and is bound tu 
result in materially increasing the 
profits of the producer. As to the cost 
which the cylindrical process would en- 
tail upon our.farmers in rendering ob- 
solete the machinery which is now used 
in the south, Colonel Shepperson  ar- 
gues that this objection should not 
stand in the way of progressive enter- 
prise and that even if temporary loss 
should be occasioned thereby to cotton 
p.oducers, it would simply open the way 
for larger profits later on. In consid- 
eration of the greater security from 
damage, whether by fire, loss of weight 
or otherwise, which the cylindrical bale 
offers, Colonel Shepperson believes that

Orleans.

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The Western of Alabama is open again, 
after a long tie up by the quarantine re- 
strictions of Montgomery and Selma. Still 
Selma will not allow Montgomery citizens 
to enter, nor will Montgomery let Selma- 
ites into their town. 

New Orleans is letting everybody enter 
who wishes and a great many are going 
back. . There has been very good travel 
to Montgomery, Mob!le and New Orleans 
for three or four days past. 

The refugees are anxious to return to 
their homes. The passenger and ticket 
agénts have something to do again. They 
are selling plenty of tickets going, but 
no return tickets. The people who were 
locked up in the fever stricken v.ties are 
not so anxious to get away now that their 
friends are returning. Just*after the quar- 
antine was modified to let them out, num- 
bers hurr edly left. Now the travel is ex- 
ceedingly light from the stricken cities. 

No tickets are sold through New Orleans 
and to points beyond. If a traveler wigh- 
es to get into Texas from Atlanta, he has 
to go by way of Memphis, Greenville or 
Shreveport. F 

General Passenger Agent A. F. Marnett, 
of the Alabama and Vicksburg, telegraphs 
from New Orleans: 

“Tickets may be sold to all roints in 
Texas via Shreveport to passengers hotd- 
ing health certificates showing 1 on-ir ter- 
course with infected places for ten days. 
No tickets should be sold to Texas via. New 
Orleans for the present.” 

The representatives of the Fexas roads 
say that their home offices u@vise tbat 
Texas will probably open her doors before 
long now to New Orleans The Southern 
Pacific has not been running its train 
within 125 miles of New Urloins. A few 
days ago a bridge was burned oe 
Charles on that road to prevent a train 
passing. .

in Atlanta and passengers going and com- 
ing will have to change their Lullimans 
here. The Pennsylvania seems to be afraid 
that the Pullman blankets and )iush seats, 
the berths and carpets may carry lLnger.ng 
germs, so these sleepers will be reserved 
for the travelers between ‘Atlania and 
New Orleans who are acclimated.

Chicago Merchants Want To Draw 
Trade from the Country.

The 
Chicago idea is to get the railroads to 
co-operate and give rates which will draw 
the farmers and small interior buyers 
from the western country into Chicago to 
do their shopping. The Chicago rétailers 
are probably most active in this move- 
ment. : 

All.the roads leading out of Chicago Lave 
been asked to co-operate. Members of the 
organization are to pay a small sum to 
maintain headquarters in thg busin2ss sec- 
tion cf Chicago. 

The railroads are not likely to rush into 
this schemé, which ts all right for the re- 
tailer, but cannot help the wholesale men 
much, but will surely drive a great deal 
of jobb'ng trade away frori Chicago, Rail- 
rouds have found it to be bad policy to fa- 
vor one city at the expensd Df a number cf 
smaller places. If Chicago should get 
rates which would draw the interior mer- 
chants and the farmers from a large ter- 
rtory, the wholesale merchants in the 
ematier towns would sell less, and these 
jobbers buy largely from Chicago. If they 
find that Chicago ‘s trying to capture their 
customers, they will naturally, turn to St. 
Louis or New York for their stocks. 

The passenger officials of the north and 
east have just reported that the merchants’ 
excursions run last summer for the tenefit 
of the New York merchants did not pay 
the railways.

to save his shattered and demoraiized 
army from Early’s staggering blow at Ce- 
dar creek.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL FUND.

Commissioner Dennis, of Putnm, 
Writes of the Subject. ‘ 
Editor Constfiution—Your editorial of Au- 
gust 2th last, in which you took such a 
derided stand against the action of the 
lf? legislature in increasing the direct 
appropriation for. public schools, and in 
which you not only cal! for a halt in this 
direction, but suggest a repeal of the $400,000 
incréase, suggests a féw words in reply. 
You take the impression that the $400,000 
increase made by the last legislature is 
unjust and inequitable and that it, as well 


taxes, should be repealed. Your basis for 
the charge ‘of injustice is ‘‘the increase in 
the rate of taxation for next year,” for. 
in the sentence next to “the last of said 
editorial, you make boldly the assertion 
that “this rate is due entirely to the ex- 
travagant method of raising and ‘listribut- 
ing the school fund.” 

There are no doubt hundreds of people 


| who read this, and to this day belicve that 


the appropriation for school purposes in 
tnis state is directly and solely responsible 
for every evil growing out of the tax busi- 
ness. The appropriations for the state col- 
leges, the asylums, the statehouse officers, 
the state militia, the confederate veterans, 
pensions, the legislative and judicial de- 
partments, ete., of course play no vart in 
this grea? drama of injustice and oppres- 
sion. Only that fund set aside for the edu- 
cation of our sous and daughters is re- 
sponsible for the ghastly spectre that ‘oday 
is stalking abroad through our land threat- 
ening the people with ruin and starvation. 
A few days after its publication I read 
that the editor of one of our leading coun- 
try papers declared that “The Constitution 
has struck the keynote of reform in the 
public school system of Georvia.” I will 
ventare that this editor has m®*r read the 
school law. 

Now, that the present rate of taxation for 
public schools in the state, plus the pro- 
posed increase for 1898, per se, is burden- 
some, or unjust, or in any reasonable sense 
entirely responsible for the general high 
rate of taxation, is a preposition that can- 
not. be demonstrated. The direct tax for 
schools, including the $400,000 increase, will 
be only about $2.50 on the $1,000, or BS cents 
per capita for the state. Call this burden- 
60me when so many states in the union pay 
$20 on the $1,000, or from $2 to $4 per capita 
for the same purpose? The responsibility 
for the burdensome rate-of taxation cannot 
be saddied off on the public schools. 

There is no question relating to our 
social, political or -religious welfare that 
is of more importance’ than ‘the education 
of our youth, yet if ‘there is a complaint 
to be raised or a warf_to be waged it is al- 
ways against the publ school system. 

You state that “the Children.in the cities 
and larger towns are Neodivink a fair edu- 
cation. but the veil of ignorance still lies 
over the country districts.” This. I am 
sorry to admit, ts too true, but the aboli- 
tion of the present school fund raised by 
direct taxation, or any part thereof. and 
throwing each county upon its own re- 
sources, so far as the maintenance of the 
public school is concerned, will cast a vel! 
of ignorance over the rural districts of our 
state as black as Egyptian darkness. 

It requires no great, effort to see that if 
the fund raised by direct taxation were re- 
pealed and each county left alone to main- 
tain its own schools, the burden would be 
£0 great it would practically amount to an 
abolition ‘of the public schoo!s in a ma- 
jority of the counties. As an illustration 
take our county. We receive annually 
néarly $10,000 for schools. This includes our 
poll tax and our pro rata of the $600000 we 
already have from direct taxes. Our pres- 
ent rate of taxes ie already large enough 
to cause a great many peop'e to kick. Let 
the fund we receive from direct taxes be 
repealed and foree the county to raise this 
same amount within herself and our taxes 
will have to be increased at least 50 per 
cent. And thus wou'd it affect ev ery coun- 
ty in the state not blessed with a city. 

The great bulk of the people are exclu- 
sively depending upon the public schools 


get. They depended on the three months’ 
schools of a few years back, which were 
but a little better than nothing; they are 
depending teday on the five months’ 
schools, and they will ever depend upon it, 
whether three, five or eight months; wheth- 
er good or bad. As an evidence of the 
verity of this statement note the fact that 
there has been standing upon our statute 
books for several years a measure entitied: 
“An act to provide for local taxation by 
counties for the support of . common 
schools and for other purposes,’’ by which 
any county could false a supplemental 
fund sufficient to operate the pao £* ‘hoo!s 
eicht, or nine, or tem months as desired; 
but, as yet, not a single county has taken 
advantage of the measure. For this reason 
the state should avoid doing anything that 
will in the feast impair the usefulness of 
the public schoo's. Should the entire 
amount received from direct taxes be re- 
pealed and the system be left to “sink or 
swim” with the $600,000 received from spe- 
cific taxes, I candidly belteve much the 
larger number of the country districts 
would feel forced to lapse into the three 
months public term and depend upon this, 
as in former years, for that preparation for 
life the children must have to become good 
eitizens. This indifference is not due to 
the fact that the people oppose public 
education, on the contrary they strongly 
favor it and have made up their minds to 
depend upon it: but it is the result partly 
of the stringent provisions thrown by law 
around the privitege the people have to tax 
themselves for this purpose and, .more 
largely. of an innate aversion to move up 
out of the old ruts. The system should be 
improved and its usefulness ‘ncreased, even 
if it does cogt something. The state of 

Georgia cannot afford to take a step back- 
ward in this matter. If expenses must be 
curtailed and the taxes reduced, tet this 
department be the last to be cut. It is 
false economy to lessen the already limited 
opportunities afforded our country children 
for an education in order to save a few 
do'lars. 

It is not the cittes and towns. but the 
country districts that will be damaged by 
the reneal. The former are now taking 
care of themseives—in many instances to 
the detriment of the surrounding country— 
and no doubt thev will continue to pro- 
vide for their children se lypa thn tg 8

Editor Constitution—My attention has 
been called to an article in your.weekly of 
October lith from some of whose points I 
should like to demur.

| SOCIETY OF MARY, 
: OR MARIST FATHERS. 


The Soctety of Mary, or Marist Fathers, 
was founded early. in the present century 
| by the Very Rev. Father Colin, who was 
17%, in the diocese of 


childhood he cherished the thought 

| of the society which he fel! himself called 

| te found. and ha had scarcely “nfered upon 
the sacred ministry as assis:rant priest to 

| his own brother in 1816. when he persuaded 

| him anda few others to unite with him in 
the pilots work. 

When he had traced the first sketch of 
his rule he wrote to Pius VII, then pope, 
a letter, in which he made known the ends 
of the Society of Mary, viz: the education 

‘of youth in colleges, the formation of 
| young men for the priesthood in semi- 
naries, the care:of parishes, the preach- 
ing of retreats and missions and the con- 
version of savages. Pius VIT repiied to 
this letter by a brief, dated March 9, 182, 
expressive of his approval. 

About 1835 the attention of Rome was 
reriously turned to the distant missions of 
the South sea islands, a field much in need 
of ‘taborers. : 

Gregory XVI, then pope. requested the 
Society of Mary to take charge of these 
difficult missions. The society readily ac- 
ceded to his demand and the first band of 
missionaries set sail in December, 1836, 
among whom was Father P. L. M. Chanel. 
wh was placed on an ts!and fnhabited by 
cannibals of the worst type. 

The conversion of the people of this 
island demanded the blood of a martyr; 
Father Chanel was killed with a blow from 


an ax on April 2, 1841. In these same 
islands several Marist miss'onaries have 
fallen victims to the cannibals. 

The Society of Mary is governed by a 


superior general, whose headquarters are 
at ilyons, France, and by several as- 
sistants called provincials who are the im- 
mediate superiors of the different coun- 


| tries, or provinces, over which they preside 


The. provincial for America is the Very 
Rev. O. Renaudier, whose headquarters are 
in Boston. Each Marist establishment is 
in charge of a local superior. 

The superior of the Atlanta mission is 
Very ‘Rev. W. J. Gibbons, assisted’ by Rev. 
J. Guinan and Rev. A. J. Reis. 


The Society of Mary now includes arch- 
bishops, bishops, vicars-apostolic, over 300 
churches and colleges in different parts of 
the world. 

In America the Marists have churches 
and colleges if Louisiana, Maine, Utah, 
California, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
Maryland. Washington, D. C., and Mexico. 

Since the advent of the Marist fathers 
in Atlanta a great deal of enthusiasm has 
been aroused among the Catholics who 
have contributed generous!y to the church 
fund.

New York, November 11.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Among the attractions 
advertised in the “amusement  col- 
umn th‘s past week I wish to 
mention two, the readings of Mr. 
Anthony Hicpe Hawkins, author of “The 
Prisoner of Zenda,’ and “The Little Min- 
ister.” in which Maude Adams has made 
her debut as u star. 

The former hes within the lasc fortnight 
given six reacings at the Lyceum theater, 
which have been fairly well attended. But 
thouzh a member of the English bar, and 
therefore trained in his delivery, Mr. Hope 
does not read remarkably well. His voices 
fs clear but m > 190tonous, while in his abso- 
lute freedota from affectation he pays for 
simplicity at the cost of variety. In ap- 
paranc> he is tall, rather thin and ex- 
eeedingly bald. He looks somewhat blase, 
his expression is neither happy nor 
agreeable All tae iines of the face draw 
dcuwuward, and even when he smiles the 
corners of the mouth do not lift. He is 
clean shaven, and his skin wears the look 
of an actor’s, which always appears to pass 
too frequently beneath the razor’s edge. If 
be allowed to coin an expression, I 
should say that the English novelist is 
over-barbered. 

Through the programmes the public was 
informed that Mr. Hope possesses an ex- 
quisite and tender appreciation of all the 
charming vagaries of the feminine heart; 
and in a foot note is recommended for 
further particulars to apply to Mr. James 
B. Pond, Union Square. Now I did not 
interview this gentleman regarding the 
gifts which, as a student of human nature, 
have enabled Mr. Hope to write so know- 
ingly of women; but that he understands 
the fair sex was evident the moment he 
began reading “The Wager of the Marquis 
Merorailles’’ from “The Heart of the Prin- 
cess Osra.’’ The intonations of the voice, 
the slight and meaning gestures of the 
hands, the significant lift of the brow, all 
told that he was reading not merely a 
familiar selection, but interpreting a being 
with whom he was perfectly acquainted. 
Indeed, I could fancy him quietly exultant 
fn the consciousness that his princess was 
in this particular scene drawn to a nicety. 
True, despite her genuineness, there clung 


_to the royal lady a suggestion of the theat- 


rical; but this touch of the costumer was 
due no doubt to the fact that Mr Hope 
probably, like nearly every story teller and 
inborn dramatist, mentally stages his 
characters. Novelists, I think, do not 
borrow from the theater, but test the dra- 
matic power of a hero or heroine by putting 
them, as it were, through an imaginary 
dress rehearsal. Thus in the fancy of Mr. 

ope the Princess Osra is very likely 


“walking around behind footlights half the 


time; while the romantic character of the 
‘story naturally calls up visions of tinseled 
royalty and velveteen chivalry as we so 
often see it across the heads of the or- 
chestra. 

The selections from the “Dolly Dialogues’ 
were, the morning on which\I heard Mr. 
Hope, “Cordial Relations” ard “Retribu- 
tion.” The author evidently enjoyed 
these as much as the audience; and 
has, I fancy, enjoyed considerable 
practice in these dialogues a deux, 
else he could not haye read them so 
intelligently. At any rate, he is not easily 
embarrassed in the presence of women, 
since before the theaterful he was capable 
of pouring water from a carafe into @ 
glass, and drinking it off as lightly as 
a toast while every eye rested upon him. 

He also sat down several times without 
taking thought for the tails of his frock 
coat. This I consder an achievement 
not to be undervalued, for net one man in 
a hundred ever takes a chair on a public 
rostrum without first carefully lifting 
‘these in the mannes of a provincial pulpit 
orator. , 

In London Mr. Hepe is considered one 
of the wittiest and most graceful speak- 
ers, and has not, I am told, been in the 
least spoiled \by his successes. 

And now let me speak of Miss Adams 
and “The Little Minister."" The play in 
many respects is so different from Mr. 
Barrie’s novel that the programme states 
it to be merely founded upon the Scottish 
romance, wherein the young shepherd of 
the kirk falls a vict’'m to the naive fas- 
cinations of a gypsy gril. In the play 
Babb e becomes the daughter of Lord Rin- 
toul and the role of gypsy is but assumed. 
Thus in the end she proves a perfectly 
proper wife for the little minister, her 
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high degree suggesting a cause for jealousy 
among the neighboring kirks, and there- 
fore a source of triumph to the elders, 
who hold it their right to dictate as to 
who shall become mistress of the manse. 

Miss Adams plays her part exquisitely, 
but she is something more than the im- 
personator of another’s creation. She has 
an intelligence! You feel this the moment 
she appears upon the stage and know that 
you can depend upon her to portray the 
variabie disposition of Babbie quite as 
well as Mr. Barrie himself has done. And 
she accomplishes this not simply through 
her skill as an actress, but because she 
possesses an insight into character. Bab- 
bie is not the mental property of Mr. Bar- 
rie, but a universal type of capricious wo- 
manhood. She does nat then depend upon 
any one art for existence, and just as the 
novelist first presented her to the public 
in cold print, so Miss Adams hrings ber 
to the footlights. Through the same sort 
of intuit'on a painter should be able to 
do as much on canvas or a musician upon 
an ivory keyboard or a little red fiddle, 
Or even upon a two-penny whistle if he 
has talent sufficient; for it must be remem, 
bered that the essence of genius lies in 
the feel for truth, and to this prec'ous 
gift of divination I attribute the abllity 
of Maude Adams. People say she is so 
adorably. natura), but she couldn't affect 
the natural if she didn’t arrive at her 
mimetic art through a perfect appreciation 
of the type of woman she is for the mo- 
ment assuming to be. 

The company is a good one and apart 
from the charm of the leading lady, * The 
Little Minister’ is a swect and wholesome 
play and justifies the popularity it continues 
to enjoy. 

Apropos of theaters, I have had my first 
experience in taking “standing room”’ at 
one of these playhouses, and’not having 
had sufficient practice in this truly bo- 
hemian privilege to have acquired -he en- 
dur.ng equipoise of a stork, found it searce- 
ly amusing. Besides, the play was one I 
had previously witnessed from the vestful 
vantage of the parquet, and I was rot 
therefore seeing it a second time for my 
own pleasure, but merely in order to oblige 
an out-of-town girl who, being limited cf 
purse, claimed that she preferred ny com- 
pay standing to her own sitting down.

Bears Wholly Engaged in Buying To 
) Cover Over Sunday. 


NO ANIMATION TO TRADING 


Buying Was Called of Substantial 
Sort—The Coalers and Grangers 
Made Sharp Advances. 


New York, November 13.—The bear cle- 
ment was today wholly engaged in buying 
stocks to cover short contracts over Sun- 
day, the general firmness in the tone of | 
the market admonishing them to prviect 
themselves. Thus relieved prices moved 
quite uniformly upward. There was no 
Great animation to the trading but some 
of the buying was called of a substantial 
sort. The coalers continued to display 
@trength on reports of a pending agree- 
ment to restrict the output and on the 
more seasonable weather. New Jersey Cen- 
tral and Delaware and Hudson each rose 
2 points at one time, but both reacted, the 
fatter losing all of its gain. The grangers 
also sowed gains, Rock Island being es- 
pecially strong. The buying of these stocks 
Was partly in anticipation of a favorable 
decision by the supreme court on Monday 
in the Nebraska freight rate case. The 
day’s gains in this group of stocks are 
hear a point. Sugar made further progress 
toward recovery and rose at one time 3% 
above last night's close, its net gain being | 
1%. This stock again absorbed about one- 
third of the day's total transactions with | 
sales of over 36,000 shares. Rock Island was 
the only other stock on the list to show 
sales of over 10,000 shares. The bank state- 
Ment created little impression, as it Indi- 
cated no substantial change in the money 
market. 

Notwithstanding sharp reactions on ‘Mon- 
day and aga‘in on Thursday, the level of 
Prices for stocks is substantialiy higher 
than it was a week aso, and net gains are 
over points in large number of the 
leading railroad shares. The industrial 
shares, notably Consolidated Gas and 
Sugar have not done well, and the 
former is 84 points lower. Sugar shows 
a net decline of 1% per cent. which is a 
recovery of 3% from the lowestof the 
week. The recoveries shown in the general 
list are the more noteworthy view of 
the activity and weakness of Sugar. The 
Coalers were also quite conspicuous feat- 
ures, breaking heavily on Monday on re- 
ports of overproduction and price cutting. 
and the continued mild weather with small 
demand. On Wednesday came the decis- 
ion of the appellate division of New York's 
Supreme court, affirming the decision of 
a lower court that the attorney general's 
petition was insufficient to warrant an 
order for the presidents of the coal com- 
panics to appear before a referee 
hearing under the anti-trust law 
state. The impression prevailed } 

@treet throughout Wednesday 
court's decision had been that the 
trust law was unconstitutional, thus over- 
throwing the law a whole. This law 
was directed not only against the coal 
compan.es, but also against the great in- 
dustrial aggregations of capital and the 
stocks of all these corporate institutions 
mounted strongly upward price on 
news of the decision. Much stress has 
been iaid also upon the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States deliv- 
ered last Monday which denies the right 
of the interstate commission to enforce 
rates. absolutely under the long and short 
haul clause where water rates are in com- 
petition. Dealers railroad securities re- 
Gerd the dec'sion as of great importance 
in that it tends to enforce the rights of 
railroads to fix their own rates. As it re- 
stricts the authority of the interstate com- 
mission, it is also looked to to stimulate 
the advocacy by that body of a railroad 
pooling bill, which railroad owners and 
managers are inclined to regard as a pan- 
acea for their financial ills. These two ju- 
dicial decisions were coupled with reliable 
information from Washington thet the 
president and members of the cabinet re- 
garded Spain's reply to United States Min- 
ister Woodford’s note as friendly, and that 
confidence was felt that there would be no 
occasion for a rupture with Spain over the 
Cuban question. The strong and aggres- ; 
sive tone imparted to the speculation by ' 
these factors gave hope tht a sustained ! 
upward movement of prices had begun. 
But Thursday's reaction, due to a better : 
comprehension of the scope of the Albany 
decision on the anti-trust law and the re- 
alizing sales dashed these hopes. 

Toe market has continued firm on the | 
Seneraily favorable outiook tor business 
as refiected in the journals of the iron, 
boot and shoe and dry goods trades, and 
on the continued high average of railroad | 
earnings. The heavy decreases in Novem- 
ber of last year led to some apprehension 
of similar results this year. But traffic re- 
turns for the first week in November re- 
lieved apprehension on this score Fifty 
roads report an increase in earnings of 
22.9 per cent, but with one more business 
day this year than last. This is in part 
due to the coming forward of the coiton 
traffic delayed by yellow fever quarantines. 
to an increased grain movement induced 
by higher prices for wheat and to the | 
heavy movement of soft coal. The in- 
creases in earnings of the bituminous coal 
roads for the first week in November run 
from 5) to 100 per cent and over. Confidence 
is felt in the outlook in the money market, 
W.iich continues easy. The payments to 
the government by the Union Pacific re- 
organization committee, which already 
urmounied to $7,364,525, have created no rip- 
pe in the money market, owing to the ar- 
rangements for depositing the payments 
in national banks. which deposits govern- 
inent bonds in corresponding amounts at 
Washington as security. The same meas- 
tros, it is felt, will prove equally efficacious 
in preventing any flurry at the time of the 
pryments of the remaining amounts due.

NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


Viewed jn General Results Is, Decided- 
ly Misleading. ‘ 

New York, November 13.—The Financier 
Says: The. statement of the. New York 
elearingg house banks for the Week ending 
November 18th, viewed’in its general re- 
sults, is decidedly misleading. The loans, 
for instance, are reported $1,281,100 higher 
than the week previous, wheréas the loans 
of sixty-four of the sixty-five banks in the 
c.earing association have fallen off no lass 
than $5,187,100, the decrease having been 
more than offset py the increase of $6,418,200 
reported by one large bank which occupies 
a prominent position with reference to the 
Union Pacific settlements now pending. 
Just what the heavy loan expansion indi- 
cates specifically is hard to determiine, but 
that it is tnvolwed in these settlements is 
doubtless true. The game bank has de- 
posited with the government something 
like nine millions of’ bonds to secure the 
Union Pacific deposits, which further bears 
out this assumption. Otherwise the~busi- 
ness of the banks has not been so good, 
forty-two of the institutions individually 
vons‘dered having decreased their loans. 
The item of deposits is also of a misleading 
Character and with one bank eliminated 
the loss for the week has been $3,424,000. 
Adding the increase of $6,413,900 reported 
by this bank the gain bécomes $2.988,700, as 
given in the clearing house totals. Here, 
too, the Pacific payments are in evidence. 
But treating the statement in this manner, 
that is. considering the bank making the 
greatest ehanges as apart from the rest, it 
is found that the total! gain of $1,331,100 in 
cash made by the banks is to be credited 
entirely to the sixty-four institutions, as 
the bank reporting the heavy expansion in 
loans and deposits has almost precisely the 
same reserve carried the week previous. 
As the increase in loans and deposits of 
this institution were identical. it follows 
that the sixty-four banks lost heavily in 
loans, decreased theif cash $1,300,000 and 
their deposits $3,4295.200. The statement thus 
treated does not balance, but that is all 
that can he made out ot it. The actual 
fag's are ‘that the banks are gaining 
money, and as inferfor Institutions are over- 
supplied with cash, the chances for a firm- 
er monev market even with the heavy pay- 
ments due the treasury are growing less 
from day to day.

Atlanta. Noverr ber 13.—The trade in 
wheat the past week was for the most 
part of a slow character, although at times 
there was activity, when some item of news 
was received which was important enough 
to influence trades. Advices from Argen- 
tine that frost had done considerable injury 
caused quite a flurry, as did also advices 
the next morning that there had been little 
or no damage done. In the first instance, 
bears were good buyers when holders sold 
out. We are likely to receive a great many 
conflicting reports regarding the growing

that we will be somewhat in the dark as 
to the true state of affairs until their crop 
begins to move. Such was the case a year 
ago. Another influence which caused good 
buying and in vonsequence a quick spurt 
was The Liverpool Corn Trade News fig- 
ures, where it was shown that last year 
the world’s crop and reserves considerably 
overlapped the requirements, while this 
vear the reverse is the case. This author- 
ity further states that European weekiy 
requirements for twenty-two weeks will be 
at the rate of 7,560,000 bushels. or a total 
of 166,400,000. To meet these requirements, 
the Atlantic ports shipped weekly on an 
average of 1,660,000, and at the expense of 
the visible supply, which fell until it close- 
ly reached the vanquishing point. The 
guestion is then asked, what will happen 
this season when the visible is only halt 
the size of last year? Weekly exports did 
not quite reach the amount calculated,’ the 
decrease being: in Pacific port clearances, 
but they were over 5,000,000 bushels. North- 
western receipts continue large. The spec- 
ulating feeling, however, is bearish, and 
there is no hesitancy in selling on thme ad- 
vance. Foreign markets have been dull 
and uninteresting. The spread between De- 
cember and May has again widened, being 
4%c at the close today. It is quite likely 
that some of the spreaders who sold the 
former and bought the latter around 3c 
per buyhel, having been getting out on ac- 
count of the peculiar position of the nearby 
detiverites. 

The cash demand for corn has been ex- 
eellent, and sales were reported as high 
%c over the December price. Receipts 
seem to be wel taken care of. A number 
of good traders favor the long side, and 
have bought. There has also been a good 
investment. demand. On the whole. the 
market seems well supported on breaks. 

Provisions offer no encouragement. to 
holders, and there has been a steady liqut- 
dation the entire week. Packers are in- 
clined to talk bullish, but tradg is light 
und there is little or no speculative demand 
for outsiders.

Once fitted out with the electric plant 
the trolley road costs little to keep in oper- 
ation. If the batteries are kept supplied 
the cars go as soon as the current is es- 
tablished. This is done by the motorman 
with a turn of the wrist. The question of 
mechanism is such a simple one that it 
can be mastered by even unskilled work- 
men, and to guide the trolley through the 
country requires nothing beyond a little 
mechanism in construction. The question 
of accident is almost to be put out of the 
way, because in case of a runaway the 
brakes will check the cars. The only prac- 
tical difficulty is that of blockades or stop- 
pages when for some reason the electric 
current is interrupted. But the trolley 
roads have their wagons always moving 
back and forth bétween the trolley repair 
shops and no great delay is necessary 

It is said that the directors of the differ- 
ent trolleys are combining upon a plan for 
day riding. Something like 5 cents for six 
hours is their agreement. A person taking 
a car at Fairhaven at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing could ride unt!) 3-for 5 cents. The fare 
would then be collected and the passenger 
could ride until 9. He could then. did he 
not care to ride six hours longer, leave the 
ear and take sleeping accommodations in 
a hotel and resume his journey next day. 
But this would cast him more than to take 
a berth in the sleeping car, and he would 
probably compromise withhimself by doing 
the latter were it provided on the trolley. 

There are advantages and disadvantages 
in trolley car riding, The disadvantages are 
the delays that are necessarily greater than 
by steam traffic. This is owirg to the fact 
that trolleys go through cities where the 
speed is lim‘ted to a very few miles an 
hour, It is also because the trolley. can be 


stopped at every few blocks, and at every” 


cross-roads there are people to tuke it, 
These are serious objections to the man of 
business, For people of leisure, however, 
the way of riding suggests many possibili- 
ties.

In ine Franco-Prussian war England expressly stated that, 
while maintaining her neutrality oode, she would spend no <—

At the time of the revolutionary war Lafayette and other 
French leaders had no difficulty in leaving France to come to 
(the aid of the infant United States, and Ireland fitted out her 
jown vessels as freely and openly as though she were far re- 
moved from Engiland’s sway. 

It is customary in time of war for the fighting country to 
, maintain its own cordon of ships. If England fights Ireland 
she must send out her warships to prevent Frenchmen from 
sending arms to the Irish. If Spain fights Cuba she must hold 
the Cuban seas tight in the hollow of her hand to prevent fill- 
busters from landing. It is only the strong national pride of 
the United States that has made her see in the international 
code an excuse for spending money. Probably no one thing has 
lever turned official sentiment as much toward Cuba as the re- 
‘cent message of the queen regent to her minister. 

At a cabinet council of a few days ago she directed Senor 
Sagasta, her prime minister, and Senor Gullon, minister of 
foreign affairs, to instruct the ministers to frame a threatening 
protest to the United States against further filibustering. 

These have been since the Cuban agitation became  pro~ 
nounced three years ago, only fifty in number.

So it came to pass that the. starling, 
which, by the way, !s first cousin to our 
own meadow lark, the beauty of whose 
voice the poet tells us is so great that it 
sings at heaven's gate, was fixed upon as 
the best of all remedies; and the German 
Starling in particular, because he would 
fight at the drop of a straw. 

The starling is about eight and a half 
inches long, and about the size of a song 
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thrush. He ‘is a beautiful bird, whose 
plumage is finely gloseed-with black, each 
feather having a pale tip. If you should 
see him the coming winter you would

dren Tells an Interesting Story. 


New York, November 13.—Having been 
in Yukon during the years preceding ths 
recent rich strikes, and, with my wife and 
family, having participated in all the stir- 
ring scenes of the excitement attending the 
extensive gold discoveries, I feel that of all 
men I am best fitted to give advice to 
those who intend to join the throngs that 
will head for the Klondike in the spring. 

My first advice to the majority of these 
who are preparing to seek gold in Alaska 
is precisely the same as Punch’s famous 
advice to sane about -to marry—don’t. 
To begin with generalities tnat are facts, it 
is certain that for every dollar’s worth of 
gold teken from the Alaskan mines a dollar 
is spent. Some one must luse. A few are 
lucky and come out rich. It is a lottery in

To tell of all my interesting personal ex- 
periences in Yukon, from the time when I 
landed in the Alaskan territory, three 
years ago, until I brought my wife and 
family to New York and surprised the peo- 
ple in the assay office on Wall street by 
walking in on them with samples of Klon- 
dike gold, would require a great deal more 
space than that allotted me, There is one 
thing that I may be forgiven for telling 
with pride—I am the father of the first two 
white boys to be born in the Klondike gold 
district. I went to Alaska with my wife 
and two little ones, and returned with. the 
addition of two to my family, both children 
having been Klondike babies. 

When I struck the Yukon with my wife 
and children three years ago I made for 
Glacier creek on British territory. I and a 
partner had a claim which didn’t pay par- 
ticularly well, and in order to ad@ to the 
earnings I took a position as clerk to the 
North American Transportation and Trad- 
ing Company. This was my employment 
when on June 28th George Carmack, one of 
the miners who had been grubbing along 
like the rest of us, took two Indians ana 
struck up country in search of better pay- 
ing dirt. He found ft. George thought 
he was in unheard-of luck when he turned 
over dirt worth $1.8 to the pan. What were 
his feelings when he located a claim where 
the dirt was worth $16 to the pan. 
kept on climbing until he struck gold in 
such quantities that he got $1,200 worth 
in two weeks, the dirt having all been car- 
ried down a bank fifteen feet high by one 
of the Indians. 
George Carmack’s luck reached us, and 
the stampede in the direction of what is 
now Dawson City, began. 

I was then, with my family, at Fort Cud- 
ahy; my wife and Mrs. Constantine, the 
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wife of the captain of the Canadian police * 
garrison, and Mrs. Strickland, the wife of 
the inspector, being the only white women 
there. My partner and I struck for the 
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The Idea of Building Tracks tor Trucks Takes 
Practical Shapé at Last. 


For the first time there has been carried 
Into practical operation a plan for the 
improvement of public roads that has here- 
tofore been regarded merely as an inter- 
esting theory that would never rise to the 
region of fact. The plan is to lay steel 
tracks along our roads so that the wheels 
Of Wagons may run on a smooth surface 
instead of on the rough and soggy path 
over which for a great part of the year 
horses are compelled to flounder dragging 
heavy loads. The results of experiments 
by two prominent engineers are here given. 


' One series of experiments, made by Mr. 


Abel Bliss, of New Lenox, Ill., is particu- 
larly interesting, as will be seen from the 
foliow.ng signed statement of Mr. Bliss, 
written for this newspaper, and illustrated 
by myself: 

“I have laid about 100 feet df steel road 
dn the pubiic highway near my home at 
New Lenox, Ill. The road was first graded 
in proper shape. The rails are of steel. 
one-quarter of an inch thick, elght inches 
wde, with a downward flange of three 
inches on either side and an upward flange 
of one inch on the outer edge to keep 
the wheels on. These rails were laid on 
the crown of the grade and pressed into 
the Soil to the depth of the flange or un- 
Ul the soil supported the rail. The down- 
.Ward flanges prevent the soil from being 
Pressed away from the rail and hold it 
there, making a firm foundation, so that 


no ties are necessary on which to rest the 
rails. These rails are made continuous by 
the fastening of the ends together with 
fishplates. 

‘When I mentioned my idea of this road- 
way it was suggested that the rails would 
sink under heavy loads in wet weather 
and soon become covered with mud. Others 
suggested that they would tip to one 
side, becoming useless, and also that 
unless they were laid on ties they would 
spicad and get out of line. This track was 
laid to satisfy myself on these and other 
points. During tho recent wet period mud 
koles were made at the ends of the track 
by the wheels dropping always in the same 
place. This very severe test, however, did 
not affect the rails except at the end. Ona 
continuous line of track severe and uncom- 
mon usage would not in any way have in- 
jured or changed the rails, hence I shouid 
not expect this roadway would need any 
repairs after a wet period. The earth be- 
tween the rails is removed to a depth of 
five inches and the excavation filled with 
gravel for the horses’ tread. This road has 
ncw been In use for eighteen months and 
has been tested with all kinds of trafiic, 
including traction engines. I have never 
seen a horse slip on the rails, but they 
might occasionally do so.

secrets Are Forced from Her.

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AS VENUS APPEARED TO THE ASTRONOMER ON JULY 14th. 


Paris, November 13.—The spirit of active 
research is abroad in the world. 

From Arctic to Antarctic ocean men seek 
from her jealous grasp the choicest 
Nature. While voyagers 
in tropical wildernesses and explorers in 
icy Wastes endeavor to penetrate where 
man never trod. astronomers, looking for 
new worlds to conquer, are turning their 
inquisitive telescope on the darkened heav- 
ens and shedding resplendent light on what 
has heretofore been black shadow in the 
realms of knowledge. The teiesc ope that 
has done more to enlighten the scientific 
world than any that has been used to bring 
the starry firmament nearer to earth, is

“Venus, this neighbor of our own world. 
which it equals in s:ze, and nearly equals 
in weight and density, is 
us Of all heavenly bodes, with the excep- 
tion of the moon. In its circuit around the 
sun it frequently @¢omes a great deal nearer 
to us than our other neighbor, Mars. Its 
apparent diameter then attains one-thir- 
tieth of the diameter of the moon, so that 
a telescope of a magnifying power not ex- 
ceeding thirty diameters will show us Venus 
as being apparently of the same size as 
the moon viewed with the naked eye. An 
optical instrument of a magnifying power 
of three hundred diameters will, therefore, 
make the diameter of this planet appear

moon, while a glass magnifying six hundred 
fold will make it appear to be twenty : Ee 
larger. 

“These are dimensions excellently attiptea 
for telescopic research, and, in the case 
of Mars, the results of observation have 
been truly marvelous for diameters gen- 
erally far less than these, for Mars is both 
farther distant and smaller than Venus. 
Yet our knowledge of the planet Venus is 
incomparably less advanced than it is in 
regard to Mars. In fact, we hardly know 
anvithing at all about the former as yet, 
and are, in this respect, eroping ‘along at'a 
mers anail's pace. 


The reason of this fact lies in the diffi- ' 


culty of observation. In the first. place, 
since Vents is circling around the eun in 


opposition to and fully illuminated by the 
sun, we could distinguish scarcely any- 
thing: of its surface though the sk‘es over 


| Venus were ever so ciear. * 


“But owing to the position of the plan- 


‘et. we can never observe its full face; be- 


sides, there is nothing to show that lis 
atmosphere is free from clouds. On the 
contrary, spectral analysis has shown wa- 
ter vapor to be present in it; indeed, its 
close proximity to the sun cannot but be 
favorable to great evaporation. Besides, 
this planet, when examined through the 
telescope always displays a dazzling 
brightness in perfect accord with the pres- 
ence of a layer of clouds perpetually pres- 


ent in the higher regions of the planet’s | 


atmosphere, and which reflects back to us 
the greater part of the sunlight. 


|

‘and the clouds which must overspread it . 
continually, effectually prevent us from 
distinguishing, except on rare occasions, 
any of its surface markings. If we care- 
fully examine the observations which have 
been made for more than two centuries, 
to determine the rotation of Venus, we 
find them insufficient for any definite re- 
sult. To briefly recall them. 


“The first interesting observations con- 


' cerning the configuratiors «1d rotation of

the planet Yenus were made by Domenico 
Cassini at Bologna, in 1666. On the 4th 
of October, of that year, at 6:45 p. m., he 
perceived a bright spot near the terminator 
and two elongatedydark spots near its 
western limb. ThatWwas all he noted in 
this year, for afterwards he was unsuccess- 
ful in his attempts to view the planet. It

patches as suffMiently certain to give them 
names (Christopher Columbus's sea, Ves- 
pucei’s sea, Galileo’s sea, etc.) and to con- 
struct a map or chart, and a globe, too, 
nothing can be less certain than their ex- 
istance and situation. 

“A third observer, after Cassini and Bian- 
chini, to study the planet Venus, and who 
did so in a particularly painstaking man- 
ner, was Schroeter, the able and indus- 
trious astronomer of Lilienthal. He com- 
menced his observations in 1779, and con- 
them until 179%. His observations 
were published by him in a remarkable 
work, illustrated by a very large number 
of drawings, not one of which shows any 
spots bearing the least resemblance to 
those of Cassini or of Bianchini. 

“This observers first impression was 
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an orbit fnterjor to ours, the times of its 
nearest approach to us are those in whch 
it passes between the sun and our planet; 


its illuminated hemisphere being naturally, | 


in all cases, turned toward the un, The 
result of this to us is that it exhibits 
phases like those of the moon. The nearer 
Venus approaches the earth the larger be- 
comes its diameter, but at the same time 
its crescent becomes narrower in propor- 
tion an@ we see less of its surface. And, 
conversely, the farther the planet, recedés, 
its disc becomes more rounded, but at the 
Now herein lies 
th® observer’s trouble. We never see Venus 
fully illuminated, except under the worst 
conditions, for then it is on the side of the 
sun further from the earth, and is reduced 
Deing then, 


moreover, practically inobservable on ac- 


| count of its proximity to the sun and of its 


great distance from the earth. 

“Another circumstance which interferes 
no less with successful operation is that 
the planet {s surrounded by an immense 
atmosphere. about twice as dense as, and 
far more elevated than, ours, 30 that even 
if we were able to see the planet when in 
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MATHIEU, JULY rth. 
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“In view of these several facts, it would 
seem to be extremely difficult to detect 
the actual surface of Venus from the earth, 
Observation, moreover, points to the same 
conclusion. 

“No astronomer has ever yet tried to 
draw a telescopic p'cture of Venus with- 
out noticing the difficulty, peculiar to 
this planet, of being quite certain of any 
of its aspects. . 

“Generally we perceive nothing; a daz- 
ziing whiteness, but no spots at all—the 
very opposite of what happens in the case 
of the moon, Mars or Jup:ter. Even where, 
by some extraord nary chance, the observer 
does perceive some marking, it is alto- 
gether undefired, doubtful and faint. If 
we are convinced of the reality of some 
marking or other, and make a sketch of 
the disc, it often happens that in a few 
hours, ar one or two days, a week, a fort- 
night or so, we may again observe practi- 
cally the same configuration. We take the 
drawings, which seem to be in agreement 
more or less, and we fancy we can trace 
in them the rudiments of a Chyterean 
cebart. Thus a new map.of Venus is pub- 
lished on an average of every ten years. 
In the same way another astronomer makes 
other drawings, which are in us goon 
agreement with each other, but which 
very often do not at all resemble the first 
series. 

“Similarly, if we comparé drawings made 
at different times—say, the drawings of 
last century—with those made at the 
present time, they bear no resemblance. 
In 1726 Bianchini, working under the 
bright Halian sky, made a number of 
drawings, and traced a map with conti- 
nents .and seas; and these configurations 
the. author considered sufficiently certain 
and stable for nomenclature, notably the 
regions Galileo, Columbus, Vespucci and 
King Emanuel. If we look for these con- 
figurations in modern illustrat’ons of Ve- 
nus, we look tn vain; whereas, the genefa] 
aspects of the moon, Mars or Jupiter mav 
be readily #entified even in the oldest 
drawings. - 

“Thus, in the first place, there is this 
essential diffcrence between Venus and the 
other planets, that nothing sure, stable, or 
perpetual is d’scovered upon its disc; while 
on the other hand. the conditions under 
which Venus can be observed from the 
earth, the absorption by its atmosphere 


was not until the 2th of April following 
that, a qvarter of an hour before sunrise, 
he once more beheld upon the other half 


of the Venus hemisphere—viz, the eastern | 


half, then visible—a dark patch, elongated 
and pointed in shape, and also a brilliant 
spot near the terminator, lower down or 
south. A quarter of an hour later, just 
at sunrise, the bright spot had become sen- 
sibly displaced from the south to the north. 
On the morrow (2lst of April), at sunrise 
exactly, he again saw the spot, and again 
displaced from south to north as on the 
day before. In rising it reached the center 
of the disc, about thirty-six minutes after 
sunrise. Cassini saw it again on the 9th, 
10th and 13th of May and on the 5th and 
6th of June; but mo more observations are 
recorded in his lifetime; in fact, no observa- 
tions at all until the year 1726. 

“From these observations, Cassini con- 
cluded that Venus possesses elther a mo- 
tion of libration or of rotation from south 
to north. 

‘‘In 1726 and 1727 Bianchini made a series 
of observations, bofh at Rome and Albano, 
with the aid of an excellent object glass 
constructed by Campani. These obser- 
vations and drawings in no particular re- 
semble or tally with those made by Cas- 
sini. Bianchini always saw circular dark 
spots, cut by the terminator. The observa- 
tions were made in the evening at sunset, 
and the author estimates the displacement 
of the spots at 15 dezrees a day, and con- 
cludes a rotation of twenty-four days and 
eight hours, the equatorial line being in- 
clined 75 degrees to the ecliptic. 

“These spots are just as uneertain as 
those,of Cassini’s. The luminosity of the 
crescent of Venus is always much en- 
fcebled as its gets nearer to the termina- 
tor, as it is there that the minimum of 
light is. received from the sun. All that is 
noticeable is a somewhat vague variation 
of shades, and often in Bianchini’s obser- 
vations themselves one and the same ob- 
servation is illustrated by two drawings, 
between which there is scarcely any re- 
semblance—nay, some of which very ap- 
preciably differ. Thus, for example, on 
Jantary 7, 1728, there are shown four large 
spots on one drawing, and only three on 
another. Also, all these patches are shown 
to be of a circular shape. Now, although 
the Italian astronomer considered these 


| from it. 
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that those spots or marks were probably 
nothing but illusions. And, in truth, that 
faint, dark image, remaining motionless for 
two months, can be nothing but either 
an optical illusion or an atmospheric effect. 
This, too, is what Schroeter himself says. 
In our terrestial atmosphere we often find 
that certain aspects, such as condensation, 
a temporary clearing off of mists and the 
like, reappear at the same hours for sev- 
eral days in succession, being dependents 
upon the sun. However, the Lilienthal as- 
tronomer, having noticed a little later on, 
if 1792 and 1793 ceftain unevenness es of 
jagged edges of a rapidly varying form, 
especially at the cusps of the crescent, con- 
cluded that the time of rotation was twen- 
ty-eight hours, twenty-one minutes. That 
was aiso the period of time assigned to 
it by Jaques Cassini. Schroeter was in- 
fluenced by those figures, for it is easy 
enough to see ‘that it was absolutely im- 
possible ‘to deduce the time or rotation 
from the mere reappearances of a few 
more or less uncertain white points upon 
the terminator of the crescent of Venus. 

“The last observer worthy of notice who 
has dealt with the physical aspects of 
Venus is the immortal Sir Willlam 
Herschel. He, however, expresses little sat- 
isfaction at the result achieved in this 
respect, although he had started his ob- 
servations with the conviction that Cassinl 
and Bianchini had seen something real. 
He appears to have published his paper 
for the sole purpose of criticising the con- 
fidence with which Schroeter announced 
that he had discovered mountains upen 
Venus six times higher than Chimborazo, 
or about twenty miles high and that he 
had ascertained its rotation. 

“Herschel denied emphatically the ex- 
fistence of any mountains on Venus. He 
does describe certain faint spots which 
he believed he had seen upon a few Ooce- 
casions, and whilst crediting the idea of 
the planet’s rotation, he declares that 
neither the sense nor the period of the 
rotation is to be deducted from them. In 
his opinion there spots frequently assume 
the aspect of optical illusions, or as he 
expressed it, ‘optical deceptions.’ 

“For an astronomer like Sir William 
Herschel to give up the observation of 
Venus means that he must have recognized 
the impossibility of discovering anything

While Plum Gather- 
Ing, a Man Found the 
Body Partly Protrud- 
Ing from a Clay Bank. 
The Remains Those of 
ad Six-foot Man, the 
Base of Whose Skull 
Had Been Crushed In. 


Perry, Ia., November 13.—In the possession 
of Mr. J. K. Olds, a prominent real estate 
broker of this town, and guarded by him 
@s one of the most val) able of treasures, is 
the recently discovered body of a genuine 
Petrified man. There is nut the lightest 
doubt that the petrification is genuine, and 
this fact. taken jn econjurcticn with the 
Peculiar cireumstances attending the dis- 


covery of the body by Mr. Olds, makes 
‘he specimen. both from a scientific and 
gener?! atandpoint, one of che most inter- 
esting situdics on record. 

Mr. Olds stumbled upon the body of the 
petrified man while searcning for wild 
plums, and following a cartle trail along 
the edge of Beaver Creek, about two and a 
half miles from here. Flis first trought was 
that he had stumbled upon a long hidden 
trogedy, and in this he was not far from 
the truth. What appeared to be the hand 
and part of the arm of a man was protrud- 
ing from the bank of a creek. When Olds 
has recovered from the first shock of the 
discovery, he procured a spade from 4 
nearby farm house, and with considerable 
effort managed to unearth the part of the 
body to which the hand and arm belonged. 


It proved to be the remains of a finely | 


formed and very large man. Two peculi- 
arities about the body struck Olds at unece. 
The first was that his spade. when it acci- 
dentally came in coutact with the dead 
man, gave forth a sound as though the 
metal had struck rock instead of supposed 
human flesh and bone. The second pecu- 
liarity was that the man had been killed 
by a terrific blow, for the head was smash- 
ed in at the base of the brain. 

Olds returned to town and got together 
a party, consisting of Allen Breed, mayor 
of this city; Doctors Aiken, Trouth and 
Miller, and several citizens, and going 
back for the body the party exhumed it and 
carried it to the finder’s home. A meeting 
of the doetors of Perry was called imme- 
diately to examine the stone figure that 
looked so unlike human work, and they 
unanigqously agreed, after a careful exam- 
ination, that the body yas that of a petri- 
fied man. Olds was offered his own price 
for the petrified body by more than one of 
the medical men who examined it, but he 
réfused to part with ic. 

In order that there shouid be no room 
for doubt in the minds of those who have 


been made suspicious of petrified men 
through the misfuided efforts of museum 
proprietors to foist upon a confiding public 
specimens of “petrified’’ bodies that have 
been mranufaectured in the museum work- 
shop, the writer has obtained from the 
man who found the petrified body, and also 
from the leading physician among those 
who examined it, a written deciaration of 
their connection With the interesting dis- 
covery. 

Mr. Olds very readily wrote the follow- 
ing: 

“The petrified man found by me last 
week is without doubt a genuine specimen 
of limestone petrifaction, and is a subject 
deservedly worthy of scientific study. JI 
have in my possession the written state- 
ment of one of the physicians who exam- 
ined the body when first found that it ts 
the remains of a man perfectly preserved 
by petrifaction. J. K. QLDS.” 

The physictan’s statement is aa# follows: 

“I was present when the body was taken 
from the ground and was one of the physt- 
clans who thoroughly examined itt a few 
hours later, and from the facts /brougt.t 
out in that examination, I unhef#ttatingly 
express my convictivn that fit is a genuine 
specimen of limestone petrifaction. Tha 
body was taken from the side of a bank 
about three feet from the top of the sur- 
face and directly from under a tree which 
had grown to a height of nearly twenty 
feet. A number of the roots of the treé 
were entwined about the body and had to 
be cut before it was removed. The body 
was carefully lifted from its long resting 
place, and Dr. Aiken, of this town, took 
charge of it and brought {it to the city, 
where a committee of four, Drs. Aiken, 
Trouth, Milier and myself, subjected the 
specimen to as careful an examination as 
was possible under the circumstances. 
Upon washing or sponging off the tenacious 
clay which adhered to the form we found a 
perfect and tmatural reproduction of a 
man’s head, face, body, arms, hands, legs 
and every feature. It appeared to be the 
remains of a man of from thirty to thir- 
ty-five years of age. He was fully devel- 
oped muscularly, and seemed to have been 


in the prime of life when he died. He 
would, to judge from his build, have weigh- 
ed somewhere near 19 pounds in Ife, and 
evidently met his death from a large gash 
along the left side of the head above the 
temple and ranging back over the ear, 
which had fractured his skull. There were 
no other marks of violence. He measured 
six feet and one-half an inch from the top 
of the head to the bottom of the feet and 
was lying upon his back when found. The 
right arm was lying across the breast

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July sat in the sun, unspeakAbly lonely, 
and felt depressed beyond measure, for, 
altbhcugh a Hottentot delights like a lizard 
in the warmth of an African day, reveling 
in it, yet he also desires company.

There are many amusing performances 
that may be successfully and inexpensively 
carried out with small children, either to 
add to the attractions of a child’s party or 
to ra‘se a little money for some charily. 
One of the most amusing of these quasi- 
vaudeville performances is a puppet show. 
The puppets are made like rag dolis with- 
out the heads, and are dressed to represent 
the typical characters of the day, male 
and female, for instance. There are the 
bicyclists, the golfers, the caddy; if on the 
seashore the brothers and any other types, 
either local or general, that suggest them- 
selves. The dolls are about a foot and a 
half high, and are made to stand on a shelf 
fastened to the side of a long, straight 
screen covered with white calico in which 
slits are cut sufficiently large to allow the 
head of a child to go through. The bodies 
of the puppets are sewn to screen, the feet 
resting on the shelf already mentioned, 
and the arms left free to move up and 
down by the means of strong black thread, 
which is passed through the slit and is ma- 
nipulated by the child behind the screens, 
who jerks the doll up and down, whuse own 
head, poked through the slit, appears to 
form a part of the absurd little puppet 
body on the other side. 

Of course each head is made up more Or 
less to accord with its character. The per- 
formance is conducive somewhat like ne- 
gro minstral shows; there are jokes and 
songs and choruses, the songs being adapia- 
tions of the latest popular dities with as 
many local and personal allusions as pos- 
sible. The effect of the small bodies and 
large, animated heads is quite startlingly 
realistic, 

Another charming little adaption of 
this same idea of the screens with heads is 
the garden of Mistress Mary, consisting of 
“cockelshelis and silver bejis. and pretty 
maids ailgin a row.” On the screen in 
realistic fashion are painted sunflowers at 
different heights, with their brown leaves 
and stiff stems, a slit being cut in the disk 
of each flower to allow a chald’s head to go 
through. In front of the screen on the door 
of the stage are placed pots of flowers and 
the leaves of the sunflowers must be point- 
ed thick enough a@t the base to entirely 
cover the white calico. Mistress Mary is 
represented by a pretty girl dressed in a 
Watteau shepherdess costume and the cho- 
rus of sunflowers either sing the old nur- 
sery rhyme or, what is better still, a little 
operatic seene is enacted between Mistress 
Mary and her flowers. 

Still another comical representation may 
be given by having the screen represent a 
brick wall on which the Humpty Dumpty 
family are either sitting or standing. To 
make these funny little dwarfs the child- 
ren’s arms and hands are dressed and look 
like legs and feet. This may easily be 
done with the aid of long stockings and 
shoes; the body is then made very rutund, 
like an egg, with false arms, and the heads 
are the children’s own made up to suit their 
different characters. After a dance and 
song they all disappear over the wall with 
a shriek and all the legs appear upsile 
down above the wall as if their owners 
gave a last convulsive kick before taking 
the plunge downward, while a voice from 
behind the sereen sadly chants their fate: 


“The Humpty Dumpties sat on a wall; 

The Humpty Dumpties had a great fall; 

Not all of the king’s horses nor all the 
king’s men 

Can set the poor Dumpties up again.”

Cur [ail in the Early Days. 


“In Washington’s first term an effort 
was made to speed the mails—to move 
them at the rate of 100 miles in twenty- 
four hours, or about four and a half miles 
an hour,” writes ex-President Harrison in 
his “This Country of Ours” article in The 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 

“This would have been a notable ad- 
vance. for the carriers were then taking 
nearly thirty hours between Philadelphia 
and New York. The roads were bad, and 
there were many slow ferries. In 1776 there 
were only twenty-eight postoffices in the 
colonies, in 1795 thiere were 453, and in 1895 
there were 70,044. The rates of postage 
when the department was organized under 
the constitution were high; for thirty miles, 
6 cents for one letter sheet; for sixty miles, 
8 cents; for 100 miles. 10 cents, and so in- 
creasing with the increased distance to the 
maximum, 2% cents for distances over 4530 
miles. Stamps were not in use in those 
days, nor was the sender of a letter re- 
quired to pay the postage in advance. The 
postage, 6 cents or 25 cents. as the case 
might be, was written by the postmaster 
on the letter, and if the sender paid the 
postage, the word ‘paid’ was added; if he 
did not, the postage was collected of the 
person to whom the letter was addressed. 
These rates soon yiclded a surplus over 
the cost of the service, in spite of the 
franking privilege which the law gave to 
congressmen and the heads of departments. 
The demand of the newspapers and 
periodicals of every class for cheap postage, 
geconded by their subscribers, has led to a 
reduction of rates greatly below the actual 
cost to the government. {n his report for 
1892, the postmaster general, after stating 
that the present letter rate pays twice the 
cost of the letter mail, says that the book 
and newspaper mail is carried at a loss of 
6 cents a pound. In recent years the post- 
office department has been characterized by 
@ very progressive spirit, and it is now 
‘Yendering not a perfect service, but a high- 
class eervice. No other department haa 
more nearly kept pace with the marvelous 
development of our country.”

Corn Enough May Be Raised To Feed 
the World. 


THE WEALTH OF HER SOIL DISCUSSED 


Almost Every Growth Known To Man 
May Be Found—Fertility Aided 
By Kindly Skies.

The American people are beginning to be- 
lieve and fully to realize that the south is, 
paturally, the richest section of the states. 
A leading New York paper has recently 
pronounced Alabama, in natural resources, 
the richest state in the unton. : 

Conditions, the most exacting and oppres- 
give, have hindered our progréss for a num- 
ber of years we are the 
least developed portion of the states. 

In 1880 the south’s farm values amounted 
to $2.314,000,000; In 1890 these values had in- 
creased 3| per cent. In 1886 the other states 
had in farm values §9,790,000,009; these values 
grew to be $12,797,000,000, or 30 per cent ad- 
vance by IS8%0, our southern 
per cent the advantage. 

It is interesting further to know -from 
census statistics compiled for 1889 that the 
average Value of farm products in the south 
fis greater than the average for all the rest 
of the states, and greater than any other 
section of the country. 

The average for the United States was 
foun-! to be $6.87—north Atlantic states $9.98, 
nerth central states $6.03, western states 
$.75, all states except the south $6.34, Geor- 
gia, Fiorida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana (five representative southern states) 
$10.56. This puts the money-earning capaci- 
ty of lands at the south not only ahead of 
the average of all the states, but in ad- 
vance of any eection of the states. 

Ii these relative advantages can be 
tained under shiftless and improvident 
gro tenants, what would be possible at the 
eouth under improved methods and the use 
of implements and machinery in the hands 
of intelligent white men, who tilled their 
own farms with diversified crops? 

Chauncey Depew, in an address delivered 
at Nashville something more than a year 
ago, is credited with saying: “The great 
opportunities of our country are in the 
gouth. The flood of immigration which has 
pouring into this country for fifty 
years has sought the west, the northwest 
and the Pacific coast. In these southern 
estates we find, as nowhere else in the coun- 
try, the original stock which fought 
Cowpens and Kings Mountain and York- 
town. The composite of all races which 
has developed the continent from the great 
lakes to the Pacific, has set a standard of 
progress difficult to surpass. They had the 
advantage of virgin soil and uninhabited 
regions in which to locate and build their 
commonwealths and found their cities. The 
intelligent patriotism of the southern peo- 
ple in the last quarter of a century has 
overcome difficulties which seemed insur- 
mountable. A recognition of the assimilat- 
ing and elevating power of education has 
created the new south with .ts hospitable in- 
vitation and boundless resources.”’ 

The Times-Herald, of Chicago, takes even 
a broader view of our conditions in the fol- 
lowing highly complimentary presentation 
of conditions at the south: “It is no long- 
er westward, but southward, that the star 
of empire takes its way. As set forth in 
The Times-Herald yesterday, the march of 
emigration is making a wide sweep toward 
the milder clime of the south, and men and 
women are fleeing from regions of eight 
and nine months of winter to a more equa- 
ble zone. They are beginning to dis 
cover that it is an immense waste of ener- 
gy and money to spend more than one-half 
of their earnings and two-thirds of their 
time in the mere effort to keep warm and 
comfortable when they may have that con- 
dition for nothing. 

The advantages in agricultural conditions, 
at the south. are to be found not alone in 
svll, but in a combination ef conditions— 
soil, climate and precipitation of moisture, 
securing not only uniform, but abundant 
yields in possible diversification of crops.. 

With the conditions of climate and rain- 
fail at the south a farmer can make all 
the soil he needs. It is quite true that 
upon many farms at the south the soil has 
been greatly worn and practically exhaust- 
ed of humus, but its recuperative power, 
under our climatic conditions, is thoroughly 
well known to those who have given. it 
thought. 

The results obtained by Hon. Farish Fur- 
man some years ago from sixty-five acres 
of worn and abandoned land, is fully repre- 
frentative of the wonderful possibilities of 
our recovered soi]. From this plat of sixty- 
five acres, the first year Mr. Furman ob- 
tained only eight bales of cotton—a baile 
from eight acres. The second year he made 
twelv@ bales; the third year twenty-three 
bales; the fourth year forty-seven bales, 
end the year before his death he made 
the matvelous yield of more than eighty 
bales. These results were obtained under 
judicicus ané@ scientific fertilization. Possi- 
bly a better plan would have been the pér- 
manent building of the soil now practiced 
by many of our most progressive and intel- 
ligent farmers. These opportunities, we 
claim, are far more satisfactorily attainable 
&t the south than in ny other section, be- 
cause of our climate and our seasons. 

When the northern or western farmer 
harvests his crop of wheat, corn or pota- 
toes from a piece of land he has received 
from that field all'it will yield him for 
that year. Not so with the southern farmer. 
/ Hon. G. Gunby Jordan, of Columbus, this 
State, now has the third crop growing up- 
on the same piece of land for this year—a 
SUccession of oats, peas and German millet. 
Mr. Charles Phinizy, of Augusta, gathered 
oats about the first of June, measuring 
seventy-five bushels to the acre, and now 
has corn growing upon the same land that 
experts say will yield forty bushels to the 
acre. These methods are being pursued gen- 
erally by the more intelligent farmers at 
the south; not so much to obtain large pro- 
ductions as to avail themselves of re- 
building worn places and restoring original 
Conditions to the soil. 

At the north clover is universally recog- 
Nized as a soil builder, but the farmer must 
lose the use of his land while he grows 
the clover for fertilization for the prospec- 
tive crop. Not so with the farmer at the 
South. Here the long seasons give him op- 
portunity to erow a crop, and then sow 
Peas as a fertilizer for the next crop, with 
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eigh, N. C., that the roots of the pea vines 
alone make sufficient fertilization, if the 


vines ehall be gathered and properly fed 


to stock for the accumulation of barnyard 
manure to be subsequently applied. 

To the iu.terested inquirer tho question 
comes now: “What could you do with your 
g0cd climate, abundant rainfall, your soil 
fully recovered and made highly produc- 
tive?” The broad reply can be properly 
and truthfully made, that we can grow, 
practically, everything that can be grown 
at the north and the west, except, possi- 
bly, buckwheat, and we can grow these 
crops much more profitably, because of 
cur cheap lards and better markets. In 
addition, we can produce many crops at 
the south that other sections cannot, for 
a moment. consider. 

The staple crop at the sceuth will always 


Cotton. 


As the demands increase the south will 
be fully equal to them, and we need never 
apprehend that the increase in population 
or the diversification of crops will ever go 


beyond thé capacity of the south to supply 


the requirement. 

It must be considered that the farmers 
now sell to the oil mills nearly two mil- 
lion tons of cotton seed, for which they 
receive about $20,000,000, and they have the 
opportunity to purchase the meal, after 
the oil has been expressed, to be used for 
stock feed, with marvelous results. 

No country in the world as has been so 
far developed can compete with the south 
in its staple product, either as to the 
amount to be grown or the cheapness of 
its production. 

We do not need expensive irrigation. We 
have cheap lands, and the very best and 
cheapest cotton labor in the world. The 
south is solid, sp to speak, and can grow 
rich upon cotton alone, as a’ money crop, 
when we begin to use the bést methods and 
utilize all it elements and the opportuni- 
ties they bring. 

Because of the very great opportunities 
offered in the cultivation of cotton, farm- 
at the south have not yet sought, 
specially, many Crops in other products, 
very generally agreed that, under 
the best methods, cotton can always be 
g€rown for a profit. It is to be seen, then, 
that when our farmers received 10 cents, 
12 cents or 15 cents, the farms were given 
up to its cultivation, practicably exclu- 
ive of all other crops. This wil] account, 
to the stranger inquirer, for the absence 
of many other profitable crops from our 
fields, and be a further assurance that their 
does not, by any means, argue 
that there is no proiit in their cultivation. 

The south need not cut off one bale from 
the present enormous crop of cotton grown, 
and, at the same time, produce all the 
corn, wheat, oats, barley and rye that 
may be needed for home consumption. 

it may not be known to most people that 
Georgia, a fairly representative southern 
State, grows more corn than Maine. New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts and 
New York, all told. 

The south has superior advantages over

Oil Producing Seed. 


In 1892-98 we exported from this country 
9.462.074 gallons of cotton seed oil, valued at 
$3,927,556 and in the suceeeding season we 
exported 14,953,309 gallons, valued at $6,008,- 

»% There was then left of the product, 
for home consumption; about 45,000,000 gal- 
lons, worth about $14,000,000, while the oil 
cake for fertilizer or stock feed would 
amount to about the same valuation. No 
part of this is possible outside of thé 
south.

Mr. Edward Atkinson says, and I think 
truthfully, there will be as great develop- 
ment of the peanut oil and meal industry 
in the next fifteen years as has been wit- 
nessed in the development of cotton seed 
oil in the past fifteen. 


Root Crops. 


ee grown at the south are all valu- 
able. 
them all. We have something more than 
forty varieties. Some are much more val- 
uable than others. All varieties, hoam#ever. 
make excellent food for the table and for 
all kinds of stock. The yield is all the way 
from 75 to 500 bushels per acre, dependent 
upon conditions. 

Turnips, carrots and beets grow quite 
well, and possibly better at the south than 
in other sections. 

, Hogs. 

With proper rotation of crops, hogs can 
be raised at the south at 134% cents per 
pound. This has been recently demnonstrat- 
ed at the experiment station in Arkansas. 
This experiment can be repeated at most 
points in the south, with slight change of 
dates for putting in the crops. 

The succession was rye, sown in the fall, 
to be grazed in the spring, followed by red 
clover, in its second year after planting. 
On the 30th of March the clover was four 
inches high. The sow and pigs under exper- 
iment were taken from the rye and put on 
the clover at that date. where they remain- 
ed until July 26th. They were then trans- 
ferred to a patch of early Amber sorghum 
that was planted on April 19th, remain- 
ing until September 2lst. The next day the 
pigs were put upon sweet potatoes, followed 
by Spanish peanuts, remaining until De- 
cember 2d. On this date the pigs were re- 
moved from the peanuts and corn was fed 
them until January 3a, at which date they 
were slaughtered. The pigs were ten months 
old the day they were slaughtered. Aver- 
age individual weight gross, 243 pounds; 
net, 206.4 pounds, at a cost of 1% cent per 
pound. 


Forage Crops and Grasses. 


Possibly the most interesting and in- 
structive publication om forage crops and 
grasses for the south was issued more than 
twenty years ago, as written by Hon. 
Charles Wallace Howard, of this state. 

Discussing the possibility of grasses at the 

south, Mr. Howard says: ‘‘Perhaps the only 
climate which is superior to ours in this 
particular is that of England and Ireland, 
and others similarly situated: Theirs is a 
dripping climate all the year, round and the 
winters are so mild that the grass is green 
the whole year, so that winter and sum- 
mer the farmer has the advantage of graz- 
ing. 
“But as compared with the northern 
states of this country the climate of the 
south is certainly better adapted to grass 
culture. if we take into consideration the 
whole year. At the north during the whole 
winter and late in the spring the ground 
is hard frozen or covered with snow. Of 
course, during that period the grass is use- 
less, and this constitutes a large portion of 
the year. 


“The hay crop at the south will not be 


injured one year in twenty by dry weather 
in the spring. We do not know a country 
more favored in this particular. We always 
have rain enough in the spring to mature 
the grass, and not enough rain to render 
the hay harvest at all precarious.”’ 


Possibly sweet potatoes pay best of. 


combination of red clover and bermuda 
grass. 

Hon. T. J. Lane, thirty years ago a suc- 
cessful farmer in Hancock county, this 
state, said: “I think it very doubtful wheth- 
er there is an acré of land in the south 
thoroughly set in Bermuda grass that is 
not worth more than any other crop that 
may be grown on it. I cannot give better 
illustration of t manurial value of this 
grass tham by reference to the crops made 
on land set to Bermuda grass for a num- 
ber of years. 

“First crop cotton, only half stand, yield- 
ed eighteen hundred pounds of seed cot- 
ton per acre, 

“Second crop, two thousand eight hundred 
pounds. seed cotton per acre. 

“Third crop, corn, sixty-five bushels per 
acre, having been manured with cotton 
seed. 

“Fourth crop, 
per acre.”’ 

On my own farm I have found that Ber- 
muda and red clover upon the same piece 
of land make most excellent grazing and 
hay. Mr. Howard is correct in giving 
preference to conditions at the south above 
those of the northern states for growing 
the best grasses. 

Stock. 

Having developed the food crops possi- 
ble at the south, it is easy to be seen that 
we have the best stock section of the 
continent. 

We can furnish unlimited 
grazing, forage and hay. 

The cake from our oil producing seed 
gives us advantage in the frnore comcen- 
trated foods, while our. resources in corn 
and the cereals would supply whatever 
possible deficiency that might be expected. 

The Arkansas station gives am interest- 
ing experiment with fattening two steers, 
three years old, on cowpea hay and cot- 
ton seed. 

No. 1 weighed 876 at the heginning and 
had gained 274 pounds in winety cays. No. 
2 weighed 946 pounds at the beginning 
and gatned 270 pounds in ninety days. No, 
1 consumed 1,484 pounds of cowpea hay 
and ‘972 pounds of cotton seed. He brought 
a net profit on sale above all cxvenses 
of $10.53. No. 2 consumed 1,553 pounds of 
cowpea hay and 1,047 of cotton seed. He 
brought a profit at the end of the ninety 
days of $10.77. 

The Rome oil mills, this state, made a 
Similar experiment at less expense with 
equally good results, using cotton seed 
meal and cotiom seed huils exclusively. 
This treatment put one hundred pounds of 
flesh upon the steer in thirty days, making 
an increase of value about the same as 
above. 

The increased value of the manure from 
stock fed in this way is the most valuable 
part of the experiment. 

Dairying. 

It must be quite evident from state- 
ments already made that dairyimg is quite 
profitable at the south. This is especially 
true when we consider our mild and short 
winters. The food given to cOwWs is More 
satisfactorily utilized for dairy products 
and not expended in maintaining heat as 
in the excessive winters of the north. We 
wot only get better returns for food fur- 
nished, but much more remunerative 
prices for products. The Georgia experi- 
ment station has greatly aided this indus- 
try at the south by demonstrating tbe high 
quality of both cheese and butter possivle 
in our climate and with our feed stuffs. 

Tobacco. 

It is not generally believed that cotton 
and tobacco are corrc.ative crops at the 
souin. While cotion has decreased in 
price tobacco has continued firm, and the 
area given to its cultivation is constantly 
enlarging. 

The growth of this industry in North 
Carolina alone will be appreciated when 
it is known that within the past twenty- 
five years the product has grown from 
11,150,087 pounds to 114,525,000. The crop re-

The recent freezes and the war in Cuba 
have combined to give great stimulus 
to the cultivation of tobacco in Filorida. 
This state has been especially fortunate 
im growing and curing the best grades 
of tobacco ynder the direction and man- 
agement of refugees from the istand of 
Cuba. What is said of the states named 
is equally applicable to all the states at 
the south.

| Sugarcane. 

It is generally believed that the Cuban 
sugarcane so called, is confined to Louisi- 
ana, exclustvely, among the southern 
States. The fact.is the cane is grown 
largely in all the lower belt of all the 
southern states. Whilst in many of the 
States preparations have not been made 
for the manufacture of sugar, we have 
lagse yields of excellent sirup—from eight 
to fifteen barrels to the acre. 

Fruit Growing. 

This article is already too much ex- 
tended to give any satisfactory account 
of fruit growing at the south. 

It is sufficient to say that some years 
ago, while on a visit to Kelley’s island, 
& grape-growing section of the states, I 
found land for growing grapes bringing 
from $400 to $600 per acre. After a presenta- 
tion of conditions in Georgia, in cheap 
lands and profitable crops, grape growers 
were brought from that select spot and 
are now growing grapes in Georgia at 
vastly greater profit. 

Later a delegation of Georgia fruit 
growers visited Ohio and the result is 
that- one of the leading nurserymen of 
that state now has a large peach orchard 
in Georgia. 

Fruit growers at the south get the first 
bales, and, therefore, the highest prices, 
and the most profitable returns. 

There can be no limit to our agricul- 
tural advancement. The Kansas’ City 
Times, fully appreciative of possibilities 
at the south, happily says: 

“Altogether the southern states, which 
do not, as some persons suppose, Tie under 
the broiling sun of the tropics, but which 


comprise the most truly temperate ZOne | 


of the United States, are not only prosper- 
ing mightily, thTough the development of 
their mining and manufacturing resources,

My tests demonstrate that the steel 
roads need for traction one-twelfth the 
power as compared with macadam, and 
one-twenty-seventh the power as compared 
with earth roads.” 

Congress is to be petitioned at the com- 
ing session for the necessary sum to equip 
a number of roads in different parts of 
the country with steel rails and the plan 
will be tested on a wholesale scale before 
any decided action is taken to make the 
system general throughout the country.

THE OSTRICH INDUSTRY.

time the sack has been removed from the 
neck of the bird, the gate at the apex of 
his corral has been opened and away he 
scoots, gobbling and flapping his w'ngs. 
One clipping from a good lusty ostrich 
like this is worth $30 and every feather has 
a commercial value. There never yet has 
been an over-production of ostrich tips and 
they are in greater demand today by fash- 
ion than ever. Hence the ostrich is well 
kept and carefully watched. Every sixty 
days his quills are examined. He has fre- 
quent ablutions. If he is sick he has a 
doctor, who generally gives him the same 
kind of pill he had before—a bolus two 
inches long and an inch square, ina linen 
case. They push it down his yard of 
throat without any fuss on the ostrich’'s 
part, and-+soon the bird is well again. 
The veterinarian tells me that the dose for 
an ostrich is twice as large as for a horse. 
The ostrich has many amiable qualities 
and considerable human nature It is no 
more than his due to say that he is a model 
husband. He may have his little imperfec- 
tions and idiosyncrasies, but as a hushand 
he is. above reproach. No bird pays £0 
many polite attentions to his mate... Be- 


sides scratching out the hole in the ground | 
which serves for her nest and assisting in 4 


the arrangement of the eggs, he takes 
turns with her in sitting on the eggs till 
they hatch, and the longer turns, at that. 

The female, when she starts in, lays an 
egg every other day until she has produced 
a dozen or fifteen, then stops and sits on 
them for forty-two days and nights, with 
her husvand’s help. It would be a pretty 
long siege without his aid. He sits from 
5 p. m. till 8 o’clock a. m., on achedule 
time, and without fail—‘‘and he spells her 
some during the day, too,’’ says the man- 
ager. One appreciates this model husband 
the more upon seeing how tenderly he 
lowers his great body, weighing 280 pounds, 
on the nest of eggs. But the manager re- 
marks that appearances are ever deceitful, 
and the model husband is not so utterly un- 
selfish as he would seem. ‘He chooses to 
do his sitting in the night, when he would 
be sitting on sand if not on eggs. 

The marriage customs of the ostrich farm 
are similar to those of some foreign lands, 
but unlike those of the American people. A 
husband is selected for the female ostrich 
without consulting either of the parties, 
and without any ado they straightway 
learn to love.each other and live happily 
ever after. Divorce is unknown here, and 
estrangements are unheard of: “The hus- 
bands are just jealous enough,”’’ the man- 
ager declares. A visitor notices that there 
is a double line of fence and an alley six 
feet wide between the breeding pairs. 

One ostrich egg would make a good meal 
for a family of six or seven people. It 
would make an omelette equal to two dozen 
hen’s eggs, and as for flavor, you wouldn’t 
know the difference. On the whole, 
ostriches lead a rather indolent life, as 
their family cares, are brief, the chicks 
being taken away from them as soon as 
they are born. 

The baby birds, litNe brown, fluffy things 
of about the size of full-grown pullets, ap- 
peal to one’s sentiment and affection—not 
for very long, however, as in three months 
thye have grown to be tall, ugly and quar- 
relsome. The chick signalizes his arrival) 
in the world by telephone, says our friend, 
the manager. The mother hears her child 
tapping on .the inside of the shell and 
breaks the egg by pressing on it with her 
breastbone. Contrary to mother nature, 
she makes no disturbance when the off- 
spring are removed to the warm quarters 
which the farmer has provided and bundled 
up in alfalfa. For two days the ostrich 
chick can’t be tempted to eat anything, 
and then he suddenly develops an appetite 
for gravel. His infant palate relishes 
nothing but little stones of the size of mar- 
rowfat peas and bits of ground bone, and 
it is a week or two before the child begins 
to peck at the delicious alfalfa or california 
clover that is spread around him. Yes, it 
is a singular taste for a baby, but this 
bird has singular tastes all through life. 
By the way, an ostrich’s span is like that 
of mankind, three score and ten years. 

The infant, which had just emerged from 
tue shell three months ago; can now 
stretch up three feet. For six months 
they grow at the rate of a foot a month, 
if they enjoy health and good luck. I saw 
only one stunted bird in the flock, or 
“treop,”’ as the farmers say. ‘‘He never 
seemed to thrive very well, anyhow, but 
he fooled with a bay cutter last fall 
which set him back worse than ever,” 
says the manager.” 

One of the human characteristics of the 
ostrich is bis great curiosity, to gratify 
which he employs that long neck of his 
to considerable advantage or disadvan- 
tage, as the case may be. If a basket or

There are 400 or 300 os- 
triches in different parts of California, 
but the yhave prospered better in Pasa- 
dena than anywhere else. The feather in- 
dustry is fairly on its feet here, and will 
be profitable. One can buy an ordinary 
full-grown ostrich suitable for circus pur- 
poses, for $100, but a good pair of breeders 
is worth $00. The male the more valu- 
able fori he wears the better clothes. An 
attempt to train ostriches to trot in har- 
ness was made a short time ago, but met 
with indifferent success. The bird does 
not take kindly to training of any sort.
